Along the Nekong 


“A year which begine with a vielt to Luang Prabang will be a good and happy year 
for that person.” Thue spoke the person who was guiding us, Comrade Vetvon, a 
member of the Presidium of the |: endehip Society, and Ohief of the Departaent 
of Roade and Bridges. “As far beck a8 ancient times,” he continued in Russian, 
“thie city wae called ‘the Sanctuary of the Golden Buddha,’ ‘the Holy Land,’ 
"the Capital of the Kingdom of a Million Elephants and the White Parasol.’ Over 
there is the ‘Mount of Miracles!'” 


Every Laotian speaks about this city with a speelal respect. “If you have not 
visited Luang Prabang, you have not learned the essence of being.” 


The city i washed on two sides by the Mekong and New Rivers and resembles 4 
Ship sailing the sea. It is very pleasant, and the streete disappear into green- 
ery. It ie extremely complex to distinguish among the range of seentse which 
fill the air. Some kind of trees were in bloom which were reminiscent of our 


apricot trees. There were mounds of oranges and papayas in the amall street 
shops. 


“There is no city in the world sore beautiful than ours,” Samkhit, our guide, 
said with some pride. 


We became convinced of this after ing three days here. From the top of the 
hill on which the Hotel Mittrabhab ("Friendship") was located a splendid view of 
Luang Prabang opened owt. And on our first day ere we paid a visit to the 
Chairman of the People's Administrative Committ + of the province, a deputy to 
the Supreme People's Assembly, Souvandi Phumani. Somewhat short in sige, with 
amacingly lively eyes and a fire voice, this san had passed through 4 great 
school of revolutionary struggle. He fought in the ranks of the resistance and 
headed up the Party organization of hie native city. He was arrested and sore 
than once. He and his associates have earned a particular glory. It was pre- 
Cisely here in Luang Prabang, long before the National Congress of People's 
Representatives announced the creation of the LPDR, that the people's regime vas 
prec lained., 


“There is the person from vhom we learn,” he said, turning his glance to a port- 
rait of Lenin which was hanging on the wall. “Your experience is very dear to 
us. Not much time has passed, it has only been five years since that day, but 
we have managed to accomplish a great deal. For centuries we vere isolated from 
the world; we had patriarchal customs and a subservient type of world view, as 
well as a feuds) sysetem.... All this was advantageous for the colonialists. Ve 

















awakened the ideas of freedom in the people, .‘anised the sasses, and called for 
action. And the achievements are astounding. We have already put an end to hus- 
gor, epidemics, and--what le quite leportant~--to the spiritual disease of iilite- 
racy. These are important \ictories, and based on them, we are proceeding 


Striking contraste, With a relatively sodest-sised population the country's area 
ie equal to the area of two Great Britains, There ie a great deal of land, for- 

est, fish, and wild animale, And, nevertheless, the problew of foodetuffe etili 

remaine an urgent one. 


We recalled the words of Saignaseng Knhamsouk, the Minister of Agriculture and 
Chairman of the Presidium of the Society of Lactian-Soviet Friendship. He said: 


“In 1960 we reached the siliion-ton level in rice production. Thies is quite a bit 
in comparieon with past years, but it ie still not enough. in order to ease our 
problem, we gust harvest at least three siliion tons of rice per year. We sust 
feed all our people. This is not yet so simple. For the crop yield of rice is 
the lowest in the world. Irrigation and mechanisation--these are the keys to 
success....” 


Let's return to luang Prabang. The localities here are hilly; there is not such 
land here which is suiteble for plowing. UVeually these are square plots, cleared 
of woods and stones, without irrigation. Of course, all hopes here are placed on 
the rains, which allow one crop to be taken. The new regime decided to serge the 
separate and uncoordinated peasant farms, to aid them with fuel, seeds, and pumps. 
At firet the peasants were sovewhat reluctant to enter the cooperatives. Now this 
province has sore than 4 euch farms. Of course, it is sard to sanage, but they 
are proceeding confidently along this path in Luang Prabang, where a former senber 
of the underground, a veteran of the revolutionary movement, along with hundreds 
of his fellow-fighters and friends, is today occupied with solving the problems of 
improving the people's lives and raising ite level of culture. 


“We have a ‘Mount of Miracles, '"Souvandi told us, “a splendid creation of the ina- 
gination and human hands. But it seems to me that the future of my country, “hich 
is being created by the hands of ay people with the aid of ite friends, and espe- 
Cially that of the Soviet Union, ie even more airaculous. ” 


This former capital of a kingdom has now become the capital of a province. 
“By the way, where is the golden statute of the Probang Buddha now being kept”” 
“It is here, in the municipal pagoda,” they anevered us. 


Before taking our seats in the boat which was standing by the bank of the Mekong, 
ve entered the sanctuary of the Golden Buddha. Nearby a Buddhist priest was read- 
ing aloud from an ancient manuscript. Visitors who had come there--en and women 
~-were seated on the floor and listening attentively. Not far from them, within a 
modest-sised, brightly incrusted niche, sat the Buddha in its traditional pose with 
palms extended ‘orward. 


We epent several hours in the amall settlement of Pakh. The villagers showed us 





the traces from automatic gunfire on the walle of the only brick building in the 
Village, from which the partisans had been driven off. Nearby an entir brigade 
wae building a house made of bamboo trunks. It turned out that thie ase wae 

being built for @ just re ently formed family, and in ite construction they were 
using 4 sethod similiar to our “khashar.” We were invited to a wedding. Curious 


ohildren listened intently to the words of the gueste from the far-off land of the 
Soviets, 


Later on we had @ look at yet another sanctuary of the Buddha--the Cave of Tan- 
ting. It was here over the course of centuries that the royal aristocracy used 
to come to conduct festive public prayers. This temple, although it is located 
high in the hills, in due course came within the field of vision of the a@bers 
of a nolay touring group of “hippies” from Buropean and Asian countries, And 
they turned this holy place of the temple into their own place of refuge, and 
they robbed it. Many golden statuettes of the Buddha were stolen, while consid- 
erable damage was inflicted on the rest. Thie temp)s, which had been carefully 
guarded and enriched for more than 1,300 years, within a few months was reduced 
to a pitiful condition. 


Our stay in Luang Prabang coincided with the decision on the part of the authori- 
ties of the LPDR to open up a branch of the Society of Laotian-Soviet Friendship 
in this province. This news was received with great approval by all those attend- 
ing an evening of friendship between the Laotian and Soviet peoples. And it was 


here that Comrade Souvandi proposed that Luang Prabang and Dushanbe be declared 
brother-cities. 


Upon leaving Laos, we felt that we were leaving in this remarkable land friends 
who were close in spirit and convictions, people who were calmly and confidently, 
just like the Mekong, performing their own great task. They are building a new 
life. in our ears there continues to resound the resonant wor'’s “Sabadi, Comrade!”

[Text] Primary @iliteary training in the national sehoole should be conducted only 
in Pussian. However, some silitery instructors are trying to teach in the native 
language, reasoning thie by saying that the material is assimilated better. It is 
as if the comrades forget that after being called to the army their pupils will 
master military specialties only in Russian. 


I would like to present the statement of A. I. Kalinin who devoted so such attention 
to the indoctrination of the youth and Soviet servicemen. He said: “One cannot get 
by in the army without the Russian language. Our regulations and manuale are pre 
pared in Pussian and battle orders are written and commands are given in it. The 
Russian language serves for intercourse between all the peoples of the USSF. Russian 
is the language of ¥. I. Leain.” 


Tt hes become @ rule in our mational school; a1] lessons in SVP [primary silitary 
training), from formation to the end of the lesson, proceed only in Russian. All 
notes in the notebooks on primary militery training are made in Russian, homework is 
done, and materials are abstracted in Russian. 


Of course, the silitery instructor cannot cope with the assigned task slone. Por 


, ’ 
fh. Moredyan, 5. Grigoryan, and 0. Davtyan. Together, we organize additional lessons 
in BVP and the Ruscian language. The pupils regularly write compositions in Pussian 
on military-patriotic and military subjects and are drilled in the competent writing 
and pronunciation of difficult militery terms.

The 
questions whieh the pupils anewer at home in writing are posted ahead of time, and 
then their content is retold in school. The “Orlenok” and “Zarnitea” games are 
aiso used to improve the knowledge of Russian because the entire “military” part of 
their programs is worked out by the military instructor in Russian. Moreover, 
ecsignments are given to the young army men: deseribe various @ilitary orders, or 
conduct the operation “The order in your home,” “Letter from the front,” or “Duty.” 
Reporte are prepared in Russian. 


All these and other measures are extremely effective and bring tangible results, 
helping our graduates to master military specialities more rapidiy after call-up for 
active service and to become real soldiers.

(Text) Section Ik ~~ Wevi ronmental Protection’ in the draft of the Central Commit- 
tee to the 26th Party Congress is especially close to me. The direction and om 
ordination of thie work on 4 national scale were entrusted to the USER Ministry of 
Agriculture of more preciaely to ite Ghief Committee for the Protection of the Bn- 
vironment and Public Preserves and to the administrations of forestry and hunting. 
But the evhere of responsib'lities of the chief committee do not coincide with the 
basic function of the ministry which primarily concerns itself with the development 
of agriculture and animal husbandry . 


In the country there is the USSR State Committee on Hydrometeorology and Envi ron- 
mental Control, but ite primary area of competency is the atmosphere. I! think, the 
time has come to create an independent organ «- 4 state committee of the UBER Coun- 
cil of Miniete « for managing the protection and utilisation of natural resources. 
Such a decision would eliminate the lack of coordination in the structure and sub- 
ordination of emisting institutions for the protection of the environment in the 
Union republics and would sim lifv the eyetem of state control and s@ministration 
in this area. Centraligation would hawe 4 positive effect on the effectiveness of 
environmental protection measures. 


There is 4 com*iderable amount of work to be accomplished in regulating the legal 
aspects of the regulation of inter@epartmental and sectorial interrelations. Let 
we Say, the recently adopted law, “On the protection and utilisation of the animal 
world” is imposed as 4 duty on enterprises, institutions, organisations, and citi- 
gene to prewent the destruction of animale and their environment as 4 result of 
industry and the use of means of transportation. Ite implementation oan be more 
successfully guaranteed under the conditions of a unified governmental leadership 
vith respect to environmental protection measures.

Piret of all, on the work of the city party orgenieation at the chief and decisive 
sectot=-on the development of the econamy. 


it wae noted in the report and the epeeches of the delegates that the number of en- 
terpriees sot fulfilling prescribed plans has sot only not decreased in the last two 
years, but hes even eravn. Reduction of the growth rate of labor productivity at 

4 number of enterprises and construction projects provokes concern. It can in no 
vay be considered normal that by raieing Labor productivity there ie to be obtained 
oly three-fourths of the growth of industrial production and 61 percent of the wol- 
ume of construction-inetellation work. For Kiew, these are low indicators. 


Malyeise shows that 2) percent of the geravth of industrial output during the last 
five-year plan came through the inclusion of additional labor resources, for the 
eoet part in the euburban sone and Kiew Giest. The number of workere and emplovece 
in the city erew by 144,000 in the past five years. fvery day « eienificant number 
of people arrive for work in the city, including et industrial enterprises and con- 
struction projects. All thie creates serious dieproportions in the solution of « 
qumber of social and living problem. 


it i@ clear that further eravth of production in Kiew will have to be produced with- 
out incressing the «ize of the workforce, thet is, only through « rise in labor pro- 
ductivity. Oweryane aust clearly underetand thie: both city sdministretore and 
production collectives. 


No other vay exiete here, Comrade V.V¥. Shoherbitekiy emphasized, except through ac- 
celeration of ecientific-technical progress and gore effective we of the already 
created ecientific and production potential. And today it ise possible to note with 
eetiefaction thet the party gortom is doing significant work on solving the urgent 
problems of boosting efficiency of public production. 
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Te Gowneil for Assietamce to Scientifio- Technical Progress of the party gorkam and 
ite commiesions heve concentrated their sain attention on the key element=<the re- 
equipment of production on the basie of introduction of the newest progressive tech- 
ROlegios. bin aajor citywide special-purpose programe have been developed and ate 
being ieplemented; they provide for introduction inte production of the newest 
achievements of science and tednology. The expansion and strengthening of cocpere- 





ties of science and progress has produced economic gaine io an amount of appror!sate- 
ly 300 million rubles. But this should be considered only the begioning of « great 
work. The party gorkom together with the presidium of the UkSSR Academy of Sciences, 
minietries and departments should define concrete taske for each scientific collec- 
tive=-what should be done when and at what enterprice 0 boost the tecnical level 
of prodvetion and labor productivity. 


We cannot, we simply do not heave the right to permit in the future individual large 
capital researc) inetitutes, design bureaus, scientific laboratories such as, for 
exampie, the Ali-Union P end cal lastitute af Construction, 
Road and Municipal Nechine Bul » the Scientific-Research and Design inetitute of 
Peripheral Equipment, the institute of Hydromechanics of the UkSSR Academy of Sci- 
ences and some others to work without « due returns. 






The capital's institutes aust aleo significantly better engage themselves in the 
solution of such an important task as the creation of an experimental base for eci~- 
ence and the development of experimental industrial production facilities, which 
vould @ake it possible to strengthen their ties with production. 


At the prior party conference, an important task was set: to put out in 1980 one 
fitth of the products with the Seal of Quality. While much bee been done, thie tas 
hae got been fully reeolwed. Products of the highest category of quality constitute 
less then 19 percent; consequently Kiew occupies only ninth plece among the repub- 
lic's cblesm with respect to this indicator. 


The pent question which should be brought up te the need for 4 significant increase 
in @utput, expansion of assortment and higher quality of consumer goods. 


Recentiy, the Central Committee of the Communist Party of the Ukraine approved the 
imitiative of collectives of the Arsenal Plant, Tochelekcropribor and EL lekt ronmash 
production associations of significantly increasing the production and !sproving the 
quelity of consumer goods during thie five-year plan. We sust organize broad support 
for their initiative. This is ail the sore teportent when you consider that at « 
oumber of enterprises, particularly at iment Lepsee, Dormash, Cement Machine-Building 
plante and 4 number of others the relative share of such goods in the total volum of 
production does not exceec one percent. 


‘odernization of enterprises gust be sore purposefully and determinedly engaged in. 
in the plap of the CPSU Central Committee for the Mth party comerese, it is stated 
directiy: “Direct capital investment firet end foremost for sodernization and re- 
equipment of enterprises and completion of construction projects started earlier.” 


During the llth Five-Year Plan, the total volume of capital investment for the city 


of Kiev will reach approximately 5.6 billion rubles. it is clear that such tremen- 
dows capital should be ganaged efficiently. Thies is especially important for the 
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facet that @ number of ALew plante and factories, especially of the food, meat and 
dairy, ahd local inousetry in @ teemios, sense lag behind soderm requirements, while 
eome have elaply become runcewn, Thie te in no way te the credit of ministry heads 
Comredes '.N. Sanov, VK. Solomakha end Yu.!. Gayevekiy since these enterprises are, 
ae it were, at their side. The party gorkom and the gorispolkow jointly with the 
heads of the corresponding Ginietries and Gosplan UkSSR will hawe to develop and 
implement a conerete program of modernisation and development of enterprises of the 
aforesaid sectors during the current five-year plan, 


Comrade V.V. Shoherbitekiy subsequently described certain ideas on the solution of 
urban-deve lopment tashe. 


We ali eee, he said, how the city te constantly growing and renewing iteelf., And 
willie we afte bullding 4 great deal, in recent yeare not « single architectural en- 
semble has been built in Kiev, which could be worthily pointed out in the country. 
bo far, bullding up of the @ain areas has not been completed. The opening up of 
higvetiee buildings of the new series hae been uniustifiably lagging; experimental 
construction is being poorly conducted, The reconetruction of Podol and the streets 
of Koenor, Gor'kiy and « number of other arterial streets is proceeding at 4 very 
slack pace. 


Sometimes you even find youself thinkiage that the people engaged in construction in 
Kiev truly do not like their city. Timidity and slowness in the solution of tasks 
of urban development can hardly be understood when you consider that the capital 
houses the republic's Gosetroy, Arcaitects’ Union and has assembled the best archi- 
tectural forces. it would appear that in thie satter one cannot depend on one's 
ove forces; we need to make fuller and sore decisive wee of the best experience of 
the town planners of Moscow, Leningrad, the capitale of the union republics and 
some oblast centers. 


The problems of long-term development of the city should occupy the central place 
in the work of the party porkom and the gorispolkom. All basic town-planning deci- 
sions should be included in « new general plan for development of the city, the 
development of wnich should be speeded up. 


A task of primary importance should be the fulfillment of plane for making housing 
operetional and for complex social development of the city. 


During the last five-year plan, 4 great deal was done in Kiew for the resettlement 
of citizens who lived in housing without godern conveniences. We suet now go on to 
the next etage of improving the housing conditions of those Kiev families whose 
@vellings belong to the so-called decrepit housing. As shown by calculations, this 
work could be completed in the next Gvo-three years. 


Considerably gore houses should be conetructed for emall families and newlyweds 

as well as student boarding houses. Maxiaun efforts should aleo be applied ad 
everything possible should be done to bring up to normal the number of polyclinics, 
hospitals, pharmacies and trade and public-dining enterprises in the new sicro- 
rayons. 


it has already been pointed out here that after the previous party conference, such 
was done in the city for the development of « network of children's preschool 
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inetitutions. in «4 number of rayone (Darnitekiy, Dneprovekiy, Qrovmev, lrechereniy, 
Redyenskiy), there le practically ne problem with respect to kindergartens and 
nurseries. As for tie other tayone of the city, we have to bring up the number of 
places in children's imetitutions to sermal end, as they say, to put @ period to the 
solution of this luportent social probles during the present five-year plan. 


Naturally, the implementation of a1] the cometruction taske calle for the further 
development of the production base of construction organisations, including enter: 
prises engaged in large-panel house construction, in thie work, Goeplan, the repuo~ 
lic Council of Minietere gust provide Mievgoretroy with the necessary assistance. 


Many delegates of city and rayon party conferences, particularly today Comrades 
NN. Sergeyew and 1.M. Kreshtefov, wave oriticised defects in the work of enter 
prises and organisations engaged in trade, public dining, consumer services, sunic- 
ipal services and health care. In this connection, I would Mike to remind you that 
io 1977 the goriepolkom and party gorkom developed « broad program for the develop- 
ment of 4 network of stores and dining roome and the incroduction of progressive 
forme of serving the population in each rayon. Unfortunately, thie program vas not 
carried out to the end. 


The quality of service for the ishabitente and guests of the city at many stores, 
cafes, dining room, consumer enterprises and health-care institutions does not meet 
the capital's lewel. Many defects are to be found in the organisation of public 
dining at ioduetrial enterprises, especially during night and evening ehifte, as 
well as educational institutions. 


Dining rooms must be gore quickly converted to complex supply of semifinished pro- 
ducts and so should consumer services et plants and fectories. Complexes of ser- 
vices are to be found so far at only « few enterprises. This can also be said 
about the orgenization at industrial enterprises of stores engaged in cookery and 
semifinished products. For the republic as a whole they have been established at 
half of the enterprises and in Kiev only at one in five. 


The work of integration ad specialization of stores is proceeding slowly. The 
conditions of their operation have not been systematized, especially at the new 
housing developments, where there is etill a shortage of then. 


Later on Comrade V.V. Shoherbitekiy noted that the level of supplying Klev with 

food products is significantly determined by the condition of agriculture in Kiev 
Oblast. Rural workers of Kiev @lest in recent years have achieved a significant 
grovth of production; still, « significant quantity of products in Kiev has to be 
brought in from other oblests. We gust work together in such a way in the iomediate 
yeare ahead a8 to transform Kiev Oblast inte « region of guaranteed supply for the 
capital, especially of @ilk, eggs, moet vegetable crops, potatoes and berries. 


Calculations of specialists show that such « task is quite realistic. The party 
obkom and the oblast ispolkom, Gosplan and the republic's agricultural sinistries 
and departments should determinedly and purposefully work on its solution. 


The accomplishment of thie task will be promoted by the creation of 4 uion- 
republic @inietry of (ruit and vegetable sanagement; it will have turned over to 
it specialized sovkhozes the canning industry and the fruit-and-vegetable trade 











system, in thie way, departmental barriere are being liquidated and all questions 
connected with the production of the products and bringing them to the coneumer are 
concentrated in the same hands. The sew minietry even in thie year gust ‘mplement 
measures for improving the supply of Kiev with early vegetables as well as fruits 
through deliveries [rom the southern ablaste. 


in addition to thie, the solution of the stated problem requires wore coordinated, 
il would even say, @ore friendly work on the part of city and oblast organizations 
and joint plana involving the long tere for the accomplishment of such big tasks as 
mechanization of labor-intensive processes, especially in vegetable farming and an- 
imal husbandry, preservation of grown produce and taprovement of social-cultural 
conditions at sovkhoses and kolkhoses. A lot can be done in the way of patronage 
aeeietance by the city to the country, apd in thie area good traditions exiet. 


it ie aleo important to solve @ore purposefully the complex prod ems relating to 
the protection and improvement of the environment. Much has been done and is being 
done in particular io regard to the protection of water resources. But here there 
ie still work to be done, for example, in Darnitekiy and Mmeprovekiy rayone. 


Attention suet »e given to the state of the air besin, which is practically not be- 
ing improved. A part of fixed sources of pollution of the air have not been equipped 
up to the present time with purification inetallations. Serious claims are being made 
apainet the directors of the plants imeni Lepse, Bolshevik, Vulkan. The rapid in- 
crease in the number of sotor vehicles has a negative effect on air purity. 


These defects are to be explained to a significant degree by the fact that in Kiev 
there still does not exist a complex plan of work on the protection of nature and 
consequently there is no purpose, no concrete demand. It should be said that the 
pertinent republic ginistries and departments are not making adequate we of tue 
rights granted them in regard to violators of nature-protection las. 


in brief, the entire complex of economic and social development should be central 
to our work in transforming the capitel into « sodel city. 


Today, however, the task should be one of transforming Kiev into a city of high 
atandarde in all respects: standards of service, regardless of what form it might 
take; standards of behavior, which in essence ie the equivalent of model public or- 
der; finally, a high level of artistic culture; the work of the capital's creative 
wmions, theater-entertaingent and concert organizations, art collectives and cult- 
ural-educational inetitutions should aleo be of model character. 


The city party committee and the city soviet's ispolkom should direct this work in 
a wore active fashion and, sost importantly, more directly, and all republic organ- 
izations and inetitutions should provide concrete aid in this matter. 


As has already been noted, Comrade V.V. Shcherbitekiy went on to say, the interne 
tional eituation continues to be most difficult. The reasons for this are well 
known. The imperialists and their abettore, foreiga nationalist and Zionist centers 


are conducting a rabid psychological war ageinst our country and vorld socialien. 
it does not stop for even 4 minute. 
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Vader these conditions, our constant task te to actively propagandize the domestic 
and foreiga policy of the party, to inculcate in Soviet people 4 clase approach to 
the evaluation of social phenomena and a high level of political vigilance and to 
umask the sachinations of inisical forces. 


ln Mev, leading ideological forces are concent ated; here every fourth ecientiat 
sociologist, eajor groupe of writers and the creative intelligentsia work. And it 
ie important that thie powerful potential be used in full degree by the city party 
organization for the luprovement of communist education of workers. 


Vut leading cadres and activietse should be an example in this. The city has many 
communist leadere who engage themselves daily in the concrete education of people 
and are vorking for the creation of « healthy, creative atmosphere among collectives; 
they find time to visit might shifts, dining rooms, dormitories to talk with people; 
they implement effective aeasures based on their comments and proposals. They well 
understand thet the euthority of supervisors depends primarily on unity of word and 
deed, « demanding attitude toward oneself and one's subordinates and personal example 
at work and in Life. 


But, wfortunately, not everyone behaves in thie way. And there where coneideration 
ie lacking in regard to people, concern for their needs is replaced by rudeness and 
and edministration where state and production discipline are violated, and it would 
be difficult to expect a proper educational effect. 


At the plant's party conference, veteran Arsenal workers in particular enunciated 
the following thought: we epeak a great deal of education of people, especially 
young people, in the light of revolutionary, fighting and labor traditions, but the 
stress here is mostly on the past. This, of course, is important. But the present 
tremendow social-political and soral potential of the working classe, especially in 
the fore of euch of ite qualities as high level of political saturity, culture and 
education, as well as its disipline, organization, intolerance of defects, is still 
little wed by we in educational work. The thought is « proper thought, and it 
should be taken into account. 


Party gorkom and raykoms, primary party orgenizetions can and are under the oblige 
tion of doing significantly sore for the affirmation of the best traite of the work- 
ing class, that which are called worker's honor and conscience, his vorking value 
for the growth of our traditions which have been tested by life. 


An abject of our special concern, this was discussed by Comrades V.?. Shevchuk, 
V.1. Teybukh and others, should always be the education of the youth, the rising 
generation. At Kiev's higher educational institutions, more than 80,000 students 
are studying regularly--a whole army of young, curious people full of life and 
energy. Sut no general city long-tere ple nor a single center for educational 
working with etudents existe so far; it is done for the most part according to the 
measures of yesterday. 


The city's sports structures and the DOSAAF material and technical base could be 
used significantly better. 


Comrade \.V. Shoherbitekiy aleo made some critical remarks concerning the work of ad- 
ministrative organs and set concrete tasks for transforming the republic's capital 
into a city of sodel public order. 

















Kiev, a6 the republic's capital, holds special responsibility in the matter of cult- 
ural development. Thie was convincingly discussed today by Borie Oleynik. Unfort- 
unately, the city's big cultural potential is poorly used; the material base of 

theatrical-concert organizations te slow in being strengthened, while the city sovi- 
@t de not adequately engaged in the development of a sotion-picture theater network, 


Not many cities can be proud of such umique ensembles of historical and cultural 
moneuments ae adorn Kiev. All thie is important not only to preserve carefully 
but aleo to intelligently develop, enrich and utilise in the education of the 
people. 


it ie time for the capital to have «a long-range plan of architectural and artietic 
layout of the city, 4 rational and carefully thought out location of newly erected 
monuments and other media of sonument propaganda. 


Slightly more than a year separate ue from a memorable jubilee--the 1,500th anniver- 
sary of Kiev. A significant place in the course of the celebration will be assigned 
to cultural measures in which representatives of three fraternal peoples--the Rus- 
gian, Belorussian and Ukrainian=--will participate. The job of the city party organ- 
ization, cultural personnel and all Kievans will be to do on time and well that its 


specified by a broad and concrete program and to prepare themselves in « worthy man- 
ner for this remarkable jubilee. 


The successful fulfillment of the decisions which will be adopted by the 26th CPSU 
Congress sill depend to an enormous degree on the ability of party organizations to 
organize with precision and in an efficient manner at each labor collective the ac- 
complisnment of key economic, political and ideological-educational tasks.

The public is becoming 
inereasingly involved in preparations for the discussion of probleme which touch upon 
economic and culture! development, improved adminietration, and better organization of 
efforts to meet the public's needs. 


in preparing for 4 session, the flow of letters and suggestions helps in working out 
eorrect decisions end organise their implementation, ae well a6 getting the deputies, 
iepolkome, departments, and nistrations themeelwee gore involwed in following up 
on the implementation of eeesion decisions. 


Today many soviete in the republic are capably taking the lead in resolving vitel, 
erucial problems, in handling euch matters a6, for example, enhancing the effective 
nese of labor resource utiligstion, end eo on. 


The republic's Supreme Soviet Presidium hae approwed the performance of the Teinandali 
Village Sowiet, which hase succeeded in getting 411 the able-bodied population involved 
in work on the farm and bringing beck to the sovkhoses persons Who left their native 
village. The Teinandali deputies launched the initiative: “Wot One Able-Bodied 
Citizen Hot Engaged in Socially Useful Labor in the Election District.” Most of the 
soviets in the republic hawe supported thie initiative and are taking the appropriate 
steps to resolwe the problem of putting the population to work. 


The sowiets are seeking new foras and perfecting the methods of their organizational 
work. Thies is hawing « direct effect on all economic activities. 


In Ewareli Rayon, the Shildi Village Sewiet hae done « fine job of organizing socialist 
competition, inwolwine the families of kolkhoenike. This competition inwolwes indi- 
caters such a6 the coefficient of participation by family aeabers in the common work, 
overall increase in family income, exemplary working of family plots, the contribution 
of each family to the procurement of fare goods, yard care, and #0 on. 


The results of the competition ere announced at festive ceremonies, and the winners are 
rewarded during the May celebrations and after the harvest. 
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The Soviets of Peeple's Deputies in Guiripeht Rayon launehed the initiative: “We 
Legeetde Alongside Deputies,” whieh hee einee become « wovement=="Wot « Single 
Discipline Vieleter in the Golleetive,” 


Bocialict competition in preparing « weleome for the 26th CPSU Congress and the 26th 
GOP Congress is growing day by day, competition initiated by the Soviet of People's 
Deputies of Sagaredehe Rayon's village of Manava. Seviets of People's Deputies on 
all levels are working in support of thie competition, the aim ic te disseminate 
advanced experience and create the necessary conditions to develop the initiative of 
the people's deputies. 


Many village and town soviets are engaged in thie kind of meaningful and interesting 
work, Mikhail Ivanovich Kalinin compared them figuratively to blood vessels, whose 
condition determines the health and normal functioning of the state organien, 


it i@ essential that through their active involvement the soviets take firm leadership 
in the state mechanion, that they realise their full potential, that in their role 
as the political foundation of the state they continually (directly and through their 
organs) perfect their supervision of a11 sectors of economic and social=political 
development, eneure consistent compliance with constitutional norms concerning the 
unity of the soviet system and the higher-level soviets’ correct supervision over the 
activities of the lower-lewel soviets, a6 well a6 Leniniet directives that legality, 
administration, and control @uet be hermoniged in the work of the soviete. 


L. 1. Breghnew's remarkable statement, “once you're elected to a soviet, you're 
responsible for everything,” hae become « guiding light in our life. 


Our people's elected deputies are going about their duties in 4 responsible manner in 
the sovwiets, in their election districts. They are trying not only to fulfill and 
overfulfill their own production targete and socialist obligations but aiso to do as 
much ae possible in their deputy work, to make a worthy contribution to the soviet and 
ite organs, to dewote all their skille, experience, and energy to the state's business, 


in carrying out the functions of a deputy, the asain thing is to organize and monitor 
the implementation of the electore’ mandates. 


The range of problems being worked on by deputies in the permanent soviet commissions, 
deputy groups, and deputy watchposts is expanding continually. Recently they hawe aleo 
stepped up their efforts to exercise the sowiets’ basic constitutional powers to ensure 
unconditional enforcement of Sowiet laws, to see that public order is maintained, and 
that citizens’ rights and lawful interests are not infringed upon. 


This wae once more demonstrated by thie year's republic-wide Deputy Room Drive |emotr). 
it is aleo confirmed by each session of the echoole of Soviet construction set up 
under the city rayispolkoms. 


Newertheless. we are disturbed by the fact that the soviets' organizationsal-mase work 
is not yet free of formaliem; the work has not exerted effective influence on aii 
aspects of the activities of the soviets and, in particular, their ispolkoms. It is 
aleo necessary to note that the Soviets of People's Deputies’ performance of their 
control functions is still sot satisfactory, nor is the organization of monitoring 
implementation of the party's and gowermment'’s directives and stipulations ae well as 
the decrees of the soviets themselves and the decisions of higher-level organs. 
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The trouble with many ispolkom apparatuses ie that they substitute paper shuffling 
and bureaucratic memos for organisational work, they fail te invelwe the working 
people in the work of the soviets, at present there are 1,519 non etalf workers in 
the 278 non-etaff departments of the republic's 1,112 leeal soviet iepolkome, 


home people, unfortunately, have forgotten Lenin's wiee pronouncement that “we have 
4 femarkable means of expanding our state apparatue tenfold aii at once, at 4 single 
stroke; it i¢ @ meane which not « single capitalist etate has or could have, 


“Thie remarkable means ie to get the working people involved...in the everyday work 
of running the state,” 


This remarkable means consists of our numerous social and creative organizations 
comprising 4 vast army of activists. They are building, street, and district com 
mittees, pensioners’ councils, women's councils, public inspectorates, people's 
militia, law enforcement support poste, prevention [profilaktika] councils, and so on. 
Where they are active, these social institutions render vital aid to estate organs 

in various sectors of social and social-culturel development. 


The sicrorayon soviets, which were set up «a few years ago in Thiliei, Batumi, 
Sukhumi, Kuteiei, and Rustavi have earned an excellent reputation. They constitute 
a new form of public social involvement. 


The activities of the sicrorayon soviets have many aepects: everyday efforts to get 
the activists and social organizations in the rayon involved in implementing the 
soviets' decrees, for example, and social monitoring of the performance of inetitutione 
serving the population. They intervene actively in matters such a8 maintaining public 
order, improvement, maintenance, and landecaping of courtyards, streets, and neighbor 
hoods, the construction of children's eporte facilities and playgrounds, sanitation 
and maintenance of housing, and 60 on. 


Of course, the work forme and methods of the social creative involvement organs differ 
in many ways. And the effectiveness of their activities is enhanced as the soviets 
and their ispolkome increasingly improve their coordinative and supervisory work. 


Further enhancement of the soviete’ performance is completely and fully dependent on 
improvement of the business attributes of Soviet cadres, their legal and professional 
training, the strengthening of their world view and moral authority. 


In the past few years, all the work of selecting and indoctrinating cadres in the 
republic's party organizations has been directed toward ensuring that worthy people 


occupy poste of leadership in the soviets. But we have yet to rid ourselves of 
mistakes in cadre work 


A total of 65 local soviet ispolkom chairmen have been diemissed in the past five 
years either because they could not do the job or because they disgraced themselves. 


With regard to supervision of soviet workers and increased ecxactingness, much attention 
is now being focused on soviet cadre training at ali lewels. Today, retraining has 
become systematic in courses of study in the GCP OC, the Baku Higher Party School, the 
permanent schools of Soviet construction, deputy schools, and republic seminars and 
scientific practical conferences. These 211 complement one another and actively 











enhance the cadres’ political, legal and professional knowledge and improve their 
Fesponeibility and creativity in carrying out their functions, At the same time, we 
must constantly improve cadre instruction, we must encourage soviet workers to up- 
grade their qualifications and learn how te aequire and constantly enrich their 
knowledge. it ie only through profound knowledge, initiative, 4 creative approach 
te the performance of duty, efficiency, flemibility, accurate work, and courtesy in 
dealing with people that soviet workers can carry out their duties properly, 


The cornerstone of the work of the soviete quet be full awareness of the local situation, 
analysie of the information received from the deputies and activists, thorough study 
of the working people's letters and suggestions, 


The Kutaisi Goriepolkom has acquired some very interesting experience in collecting 
and processing information, working with requests, and organizing the monitoring of 
implementation. They are making extensive use of technical innovations and automation, 


in thie regard, much can be learned from the Rustavi Gorispolkom, Thilisi's Zavod 
Rayispolkom, and the Cldani Village Soviet lepolkom, which are diligently mastering 
the scientific fundamentale and Leniniet style of work organization. This above ail 
means undertaking to perfect the methods and forme of supervision of the various 
eectore in 4 scientific manner and harmonizing the cadres’ professional competence and 
art of political leadership. 


it is essential that both officials and the rank and file workers in the soviet 
apparatuses be able to distinguish administration from bossiness. 


in administration and leadership it is essential to perceive the goal and strive 
toward it. 


it ie bad when the overall course of action ie lost sight of in everyday concerns, 
when 4 leader decides too many petty though essential matters conscientiously enough, 
yet business ae 4 whole ie like 4 emall boat at the aercy of the waves with no one 
actually steering it. 


in spelling out the cardinal directions of the sowiets’ activities at the present 
stage, CPSU CC General Secretary and USER Supreme Soviet Presidium Chairman L. I. 
Brezhnev stated: “The soviets' new composition beare the great responsibility of 
standing at the helm of the ship of state during the time of preparations for the 
26th party congress and afterwards during the time of carrying out ite decisions. it 
will be a time when we advance one gore step slong the path of progress toward 
(Cmunien ~ 


Complete awareness of thie great responsibility with regard to the increased role of 
the soviets and 4a profound underetanding of the party's prograem-based requirements and 
the complexity of the tasks mapped out by the October CPSU OCC Plenum and the Noveaber 
OCP OC Plenum infuse the activities of the vast army of the republic's Soviets of 
People's Deputies and aktiv a8 we go to geet the 26th CPSU Congress, the 26th GCP 
Congress, and the 60th anniversary of the establishment of Soviet rule in the 
republic and ite Communist Party.

|Article by GSGR procurator and state justice advisor clase 2 A. Barabadee under 
rubric “Law, Order, and Ue": “Constitutional Guarantees. Firmly Protect Soviet 
Citieens’ Righte and Freedoms”! 


[Text] Questions of protecting Soviet citizens’ constitutional rights and freedoms 
have never before been eo vital ae now. The adoption of the USER Constitution marked 
the beginning of 4 new stage in the dewelopment of socialiet democracy, with an in- 
fiwence on the statue of individual righte. For the firet time, the rights of 
housing, health care, and the enjoyment of cultural advances, freedom of scientific, 
technical, and artistic creativity, and eo on are stipulated constitutionally. Con- 
stitutional guarantees of individual rights and freedoms, protection of individual 
dignity, life and health, protection of personal freedom and property, have been 
considerably etrengthened and at the .ame time augmented by new norme. 


Vader the leadership of the GCP OC, considerable work hase been done in recent years 
to otrengthen socialiet legality and lew and order in the republic and to protect 
citizens’ righte and freedoms. 


Consistent and accurate implementation of constitutional prowisions defining the 
legal stetue of the individual, and protection of citizens’ rights and freedoms against 
any infringement, constitute one of the gost important taske of the organs of the 


prokuratura. 


Prokuratura organs still frequently receive citizens’ complaints about violations of 
their rights. Many of them are fully justified. 


All too often, unfortunately, prescribed procedures governing cancellation of workers’ 
agreements on initiative of the edministration are flagrantiy violated. In 1980, the 
republic's prokuretura organs protested sore than 600 illegal court actions which 
violated the lawful rights and interests of workers and employees. But the main thing 
in the etrugele to strengthen legality i* not to restore righte that have already been 
violated but rather to prevent them in the first place. In preventing violations of 
housing, property, and other rights « fundamental role is assigned to administrative 
orgens, the administration, and responsible officials. 


Analysis of letters, complaints, and requests received by the prokuratura organs, 
general supervisory investigation |proverke!, end court and investigative practice ail 














attest to the feet that there are still considerable serious shortcomings in the matter 
of compliance with labor legislation 4 certain enterprises and organisations of the 
@ifietries of agrieulture, trade, health, construction, conewmer services, and light 
industry, ae well ae Teekavehiri, Overtime work ie widespread, for example. in order 
to @eet plan targets, workers are not being allowed to take daye of f and holidays, 

And they are being forced to work overtime without the consent of local factory and 
plant trade unions. Prequentiy thie overtime is not due to production necessity but 
father reevite fram violations of labor organisation and production administration. 
Still another violation of the law: Sometions persone under the age of 18 are compelled 
to work overtime, 


According to prokuratura filee, the matter of grose violations of laws governing pro- 
tection of the labor and health of women and minore in the sinietries of light 
industry, food, local industry, communications, trade, agriculture, and elsewhere 

were discussed twice at sessions of the GSSR Supreme Soviet Presidium and the permanent 
commissions in 1980. 





The republic's supreme legislative organ demanded that winistry and department officials 
and executive committees of the Soviets of People's Deputies inplement additional and 
effective measures to eradicate violations of labor laws. 


Some of them have drawn the necessary conclusions, while others have approached thie 
vital concern in a formal and bureaucratic aanner, giving only 4 formal anewer to sub- 
departmental enterprises and organizations. Such was the behavior, for example, of 
the republic's Grugiya~Chay Association. They are etill guilty of violating laws 
governing the labor of sinors. 


in the tea factories of Samtredia, Zugdidi, Lanchkhuti, and Khobi rayons it was found 
that minors had been fired at administrative initiative, which ie a flagrant violation 
of the law. 


These examples should be sufficient, no doubt, for the management of Cruziya~Chay 
Association and the executive committees of the rayon and city Soviets of People's 
Deputies to have 4 sense of responsibility to the law and the younger generation. 


Another vital means of exercising and protecting individual rights, strengthening 
links between the state apparatus and the population, and combating delays and bureau- 
cratiom is citizens’ submitting suggestions, requests, and complaints to the state and 
social organizations. Frequently, unfortunstely, discussion of them drage on too long, 
and the search for justice is made difficult. For example, 8. Diasamidze, 4 cashier 
in the Akhalteikhe Medical School and the aother of four sinor children, repeatedly 
appealed to the republic Minietry of Hesith and other organs, claiming that the 
echool's director, Sheshaberidee, had violated her right to work. But her complaint 
received no response cither from the Akhaltsikhe prokuratura or the Ministry of Health. 


The facts claimed in Diasamidze’s complaint were fully confirmed by « careful and 
thorough investigation into the aatter by the republic prokuratura. A complaint was 
lodged against the republic Ministry of Health concerning the violation, and the 
Athaiteikhe Rayon Committee was notified in writing. The raykom bureau discussed the 
matter. School director Sheshaberidee was dismissed from his post. WW. Diasamidze had 
her right to work restored 





The republic prokuratura, which attaches great importance to the improvement of work 
with people's letters, ie implementing « complex of measures designed to ensure 
timely and proper examination of people's requests and complaints and to unearth and 
eradicate the causes giving rise to such complaints, in thie vital matter, an 
important role is played by the maintenance of close contacts and holding regular 
meetings with the worker collectives, arranging citisens’ receptions right in the 
plants, factories, kolkhoses, and sovkhoses. 


it must be stated frankly, however, that elements of bureaucrationm, foot ~dragging, 
and discourteous treatment of people have yet to be fully eradicated in the republic 
prokuratura, Thie hae been pointed out to ue by the GCP OC, 


An example of formaliet-bureaucratic and inconsiderate attitude toward citizens’ 
complaints and requests concerning violations of their right to work can be seen in 
he behavior of Asbrolauri Rayon Procurator L. Teulukidse. When he received 4 com 
plaint from village teachers T. and G. Chichinadse that they had been illegally 

fired, all he did wae give them «4 formal anewer: The settling of thie labor conflict 
is in the juriediction of the court organs, he said. 


The Matani (Akhmeta Rayon) Grape Sovkhor: Administration grossly violated the law 
governing the statue of people's deputies by firing the farm's agrodepartment chiefs, 
village soviet deputies |. Mamukelashwili and M. Dehugashvili. The rayon procurator 
failed to look into the complaint properly and gave thee an enewer contrary to the 
law. The deputies were compelled to appeal to the republic prokuratura, which pro-~ 
tested the sovkhos director's unlawful order. 


The republic's Agriculture Minister found in favor of the protest. The two unlawiuily 
fired deputies were restored to their posts, and by order of the minister the sovkhoz 
director who had broken the lew, Deh. Zubashwili, wae punished severely. For his 
formalistic-bureaucratic attitude toward citizens’ complaints, Akhmeta Rayon 
Procurator K. Saradzhishvili was severely reprimanded by the republic procurator. 


Inviolability of the person and the home and confidentiality of telephone and tele~ 
graph communications are strictly protected by the USSR Constitution and the law. 
Special court procedures are instituted to protect the dignity of Soviet citizens. 
Article % of the USSR Constitution eteates specifically that “no one can be imprisoned 
without « court decree of procurator’s sanct‘on.” Soviet legislation deems unlawful 
imprisonment or detention « crime contrary to justice. 


The USSR Constitution, which guerantees to citizens inviolability of person, is 
especially concerned to ensure personal freedom. iIriringement of thie freedom is «4 
flagrant violation of citizens’ constitutional rights. 


Unfortunately, however, infringement of citizens’ personal freedom does still occur 
in lew enforcement practice. Last year, for example, many cases of unlawful search, 
detention, imprisonment, and indictment of citizens were found out in Gardabani, 
Gudauta, Marneuli, Mtekhete, Meetia, and a number of other rayons and cities, and 
prokuratura and investigative personnel who were convicted of breaking the law vere 
severely punished. 


We will continue to wage fierce and principled battle against any and all violations 
of citizens’ rights and freedoms, including indictment and dismissal of the guilty 
parties from the prokuratura organs. 











Certain iepolkome of local soviete as well as enterprise and inetitution officials 

have been guilty of evieting citisens without legal groiade, in violation of the 

law guaranteeing inviolability of the home and guaranteed constitutional rights, 

There have been numerous instances of court organs dragging their feet in examining thie 
type of case, whieh ie a violation of citizens’ lawful interests and righte. Por 
example, officiale of the Krtsanisi Repair-Construction Shop tried for two yeare to 
evict citizen Z, Kituashvili from departmental housing. The Gardabani Rayon People's 
Court on two occasions made an unlawful decision regarding thie eviction, And both 
times the republic prokuratura protested the decision, The GSSR Supreme Court 

finally put an end to the matter, Kitwashvili's right to housing was reinstated, 


it is the duty of all etate organs, social organisations, and officiale to protect 
the righte and freedoms of Soviet citizens, We cannot consider tolerance for the 
violation of citigens’ constitutional righte and freedoms 4 trivial violation, We 
must make every effort to eradicate the possibility of violation of the law, no 
matter who commite it, Thies is required of us by the CPSU CC's Decree “Improving 
Law Enforcement Work and Strengthening Efforts Against Violations of the Law,” and it is 
included in the CPSU CC draft for tthe 26th party congress.

GERORGLAN CC THEORETICAL JOURNAL CRITICIZED, EDITOR FIRED 
Toiliel ZARYA VOSTOKA in Russian 30 Jan 81 pp i, 4 
(GRUZINFORM article: “The Journal SAKARTVELOS KOMUNISTI Must Work Better] 


{Text} The theoretical and political journal SAKARTVELOS KGMUNISTI hes done a cer- 
tein amount of work in propagandizing the decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress, sub- 
sequent plenumes of the CPSU Central Committee, fundamental party documents, theses 
and conclusions contained in the works end speeches of Comrade L.!I. Brezhnev as well 
a the decisions of the 25th Congress of the Communist Party of Georgia, decrees of 
plenum of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Georgie and meetings of 


the aktiv of the Georgian party organisation. 


At the same time, the work of the journel SAKARTVELOS KOMUNISTI contains serious de- 
fects, reducing ite role as « political and theoretical organ of the party press, 
designated to be the gost isportent ideological medium in implementation of the de- 
cree of the CPSU Central Committee "On Purther Laproving Ideological and Political- 
Educational Work.” After adoption of this decree, the work of the editorial board 
still showed no significant changes. 





The content of most of the saterial published in the journal does not meet the grown 

educational and ideological-theoretical level of the readers, most of whom are party, 
soviet and komeomo] workers, sociological ecientiets, propagandists, political infor- 
mation officers and party activists. 


On the pages of the journal, theoretical questions of scientific communies, Narxist- 
Leninist philosophy, political economy, party hietory, problems of party building at 
the present stage and party organizational work are not elucidated sufficiently deep- 
ly; the dynamic nature and wumiqueness of social-economic, soral-psychological pro- 
cesses taking place in the life of the republic are not being considered; no ob jec- 
tive approach exists with respect to questions of theory and practice of ‘deolor- 
ical work, reducing the effectiveness of the journal in the formation of « social 
consciousness and correct orientation of the gasses in social processes and 
phenomena. 


The journal's publications are primarily of a popular or inform:tive character; they 
do not contain am analysis of the theoretical positions and conclusions of the fund- 
emental documents of the CPSU with reference to conditions in the republic. The 

ecientific level of elucidation of questions of theory and practice in the building 
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of communies, dissemination of the work experience of party organisations and labor 
c@liectives of the republic in implementation of the decree of the CPSU Central 
Committee relating to Georgian 558 is uneatiafactory in the journal. 


The journal elucidates topical probleme relating to the development of the republic's 
economy and raising of the material well-being in an unplanned and superficial man- 
ner. The necessary attention ie not devoted to problems of social-economic and 
cultural development of autonamous formations. 


In long-tere planning of the editorial-board's work, there ic not found a preciee 
system or consistency in the formulation of problems of ideological backing up of 
pressing national-economic tasks. Publications do not disclose forma, methods and 
content of the work of party organisations for providing higher efficiency of pro- 
duction and quality of work, organisation of social competition and generalization 
of the work experience of the republic's party organization in etrengthening labor 
and etate discipline, socialist legality, law and order and eradicating negative 
phenomena. 


The journal's pages rarely contain articles with constructive criticies directed 
against formaliem in ideological-educational work. The subject matter of publica 
tions devoted to problems of moral, patriotic and international education of work- 
ere and work experience in this direction in autonomous formations is sonotonous and 
narrow. The journal likewise has not determined ite role in regard to the adoption 
of positive traditions, mass celebrations and rituals contributing to the further 
affirmation of norm and principles of communist morality. Questions of cultural 
growth and developmental tendencies in socialist literature and art in the republic 
are not being sufficiently widely and competently discussed. 


Under the conditions of ideological confrontation in the international arena and 
activation of nationalistic actions of bourgeois propagenda, the journal SAKARTVELOS 
KOMUNISTI has not determined ite place in contrapropagandistic work; publications on 
thie theme frequently do not take into account the solutions of concrete ideological 
taske under tie conditions of the republic and are grounded on general discussions. 


Jost publications are characterized by oversiaplification in theme development, veak 
reasoning of promoted positions and conclusions, dry expository style, overloading 
of language with scientific-sounding terminology. The preparation of lead articles 
requires radical improvement. in a whole series of publications, the journal's edit- 
orial board hes used theoretically unsound statements end fallacious formulations. 


A eeriow: defect is the fact that the editorial board in ite work depends on « ner- 
row circles of authors, involves veakly the party aktiv, leading specialists and 
the ecientific and creative intelligentsia. 


No practice is made of such an effective form of work as scientific discussions, 
disputes on problem of deep public interest; the pages of the journal rerely in- 
clude reviews and surveys of statements in the presse and on television and radio 
and the work of republic publications. 


the role of the editorial board in the forming of « creative position of the jour- 
nal frequently boils down to formal ecquaintence with current iseves; ite work 
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shows ap absence of the required critical approach both with regard to long-term 
thematic planning and with regard to the forming of coming tesues, which is 4 vio- 
lation of the principles of collective guidance of the work of the journal, 


The Central Committee of the Communist Party of Georgia, on examining the questicn 
"On Serious Defects and Measures for Improving the Work of the Journal SAMARTVELOS 
KOMUNISTIL” and the work of the journal in implementation of the decree of the CPSU 
Central Committee "Un Further Improving Ideological and Political-Educational work" 
found it wneatiefactory. 


lt is noted that Comrade G.D, Vardosanidse, the chief editor of the journal SAKARI- 


VELOS KOMUNISTI has been released from the position he has occupied in connection 
with transfer to other work. 


Measures have been taken to strengthen the editorial board of the journal and to 
ensure the effectiveness of ite work. 


The new leadership of the journal (since December 1960 the chief editor has been 
Vv... Kerumidse) and ite editorial board have been charged with the development and 
implementation of effective measures aimed at the elimination of the aforesaid de- 
fects and raising the ideological-theoretical and scientific level of the journal

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BAKU CONFERENCE EXAMINES RUSSIAN LANGUAGE TRACHING 
Baku VYSHEA in Russian 18 Feb 81 p 2

(Text) Lenin's dream of creating 4 situation where every citizen of the 
Soviet Union would be able to study the great Russian language is being 
realized. Participants at a ecience-practice conference, which opened in 
Baku on 17 February and ie dedicated to the 26th party congress, are die- 
cussing waye to improve the teaching of and propaganda for the language of 
Lenin and Great October in the national echoole of the republic, Teachers 
from secondary and higher educational institutions, preschool teachers, 
ecientiste, employees of the public edweational agencies of Azerbaijan, and 
associates from pedagogical ecientific research institutions in Georgia and 
Armenia are taking part in the work of the conference. 


£. M. Kafarov, Azerbaijan SSR ainieter of education, presented 4 report en- 
titled “The Current State of and Measures To laprove the Teaching of and 
Propaganda for the Russian Language in the National Schools.” K. S. 
Macharashvili, deputy director of the Scientific Research Institute of 
Pedagogical Sciences of the Georgian SSR, and 8. MN. Yesadzhanyan, rector of 
the Yerevan Pedagogical Inetitute of Languages iweni V. Bryusov, shared 
their experience in teaching the Russian language in Georgian and Armenian 
echoolse. <A number of other reports and communications were presented. 





The conference noted that thorough gastery of the Russian language is ae- 
signed an important place in the system of training and educating secondary 
students. Almost 15 percent of a1] clase time in the national schools is 
devoted to etudy of the Russian language. The 260 echoole of our republic 
have organized special classrooms for thorough etudy of Russian, and more 
than 25,000 etudents work in thea. 


There are roughly 4,000 echool offices of the Russian language equipped 
with graphic aide, teaching sethods literature, and technical teaching aids 
to ia@prove the efficiency of teaching. One out of six of them has 4 lingua- 
phone. More than 6,000 teachers, which is two-thirds of the Russian 
language teachers, have adopted the special office system. More methods 
guides, collections of dictations and essays, and tables of speech develop- 
ment are being published. A journal called RUSSKIY YAZYK I LITERATURA V 
AZERBAYDZHANSKOY SHKOLE (Russian Language and Literature in Azerbaijan 
Schools) has been established. 














The resuite of the firet student competition, in whieh 25,000 students from 
the national schools participated, iliuetrate the popularity of the Russian 
language among Aserbaijan school children, 


While observing that some work has been done to improve the educational and 
indoctrination process, upgrade gethode of Russian language teaching, and 
faise the level of Russian language skilie in students at Aserbaijan sehowie, 
the speakers stressed the need to laprove the (raining and retraining vo) 
teachers. The level of Russian language teaching in the rural schools ie 
still imadequate, in addition, the experience of the beat teaching col- 
lectives, which hold regular Russian language days and use technicas Lea hive 
equipment efficientiy, is not being summarized properly. Practice teachere 
oan and @uet receive such gore help from ecientiate, At the present time 
hey often have no methodological guides and work on their own, 


The participants at the congress are exchanging work experience in section 
meetings and visiting echoole Nose 44, 190, 132, and several othere in Baku 
where Russian language teachers are doing 4 good job.

[Text) As Comrade L. |, Breehmnew has observed, what the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics is like in the year 2000 depends greatiy on our young 
people. Therefore, we can underetand the attention that the republic party 
organization and communists of the capital dewote to questions of communiet 
indoctrina.ion of the growing generation. 


Thie wae the subject of the plenum of the Tallinn city committee of the 
party held on 22 January. &%. Yuganeon, somber of the Buro of the Central 
Committee of the Eetonian Communiet Party and firet secretary of the city 
party committee, opened the meeting. 


A. Kullaste, secretary of the Tallian city committee of the party, pre- 
sented 4 report on the jobe of the city party organization to improve comm- 
hist indoctrination of studente. 


The speakers and participante in the discussion observed that the level of 
ideological work by party organigations of the city has risen noticeably 
since the 25th party congress. They have become gore active in shaping the 
new type of human being.

Some schools suffer from a0 inade- 
quate party fucieus in the teacher collective, Museums should be used more 
extensively to indoctrinate students in the glorious revolutionary and labo:

The plenum emphasized that knowledge of the Russian language ae the meane o/ 
interhationality communication for Retonian etudents and study of the 
Estonian language by students of other nationalities represent 4 probies 
situation, Steps gust be taken to improve the training of teachers of fe- 
tonian and Russian and to strengthen ties between echoole with different 


teaching languages. 


The plenum devoted considerable attention to questions of labor and moral 
guidance. it wae noted, in particular, that the base of labor training 
weeds to be strengthened and etudents should receive better vocational 
guidance. In thie the labor collectives and their party avi Komeomo! organi - 
ations have an important part. The vocational-technical echoole and 
secondary specialized echoole need gore attention from their base enter- 
prises. Labor collectives should be sore insistent that their members per- 
fore their constitutional duties as parente. The practices developed in 
Leninskiy Rayon with pedagogical propaganda deserve dissemination. 


The participants at the plenum epoke of the need to improve the organization

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ESTONIAN DISCOR SHOULD SERVE LDROLOGICAL PURPOSES, BE CENTRALLY CONTROLLED

[Text) If you have vieited the discos in the evening, you already have some 
opinion of them. If not, let ue etart by asking some people who know: just 
what ie a diecotheque’ 


A i6-year old echool girl anewers, “I alwaye go to the disco every week. 
Where elee can I dance?” 


"What kind of diec jockey do you like beet’” 


“Diese jockeys? | simply don't lieten to them. | tried to understand what they 
were saying 4 few times, but it didn't make any sense to ae.” 


Next we asked 4 venerable theater critic, who said: “I have been to disco 
parties 4 number of times. You can certainly dance there, and hear good 
music. The only thing that pugrled me wae why they had 4 diec jockey.” 


Even from these few statements it ie clear that the problems of the diec 
jockey or DJ is fairly critical. But let we set this matter aside for now 
without clarifying whether it is 4 particular problem or a fundamental one. 
Let us look at the origins of the disco. Where did it come from, what tra- 
ditions does it have, and how is it doing in our country and in the fra- 
ternal socialist countries. Let use familiarize ourselves, as they say, 
with the general situation. 


In our republic, ae was the case throughout the country, the origins of 
the discos were linked to the initiative of individual collectors of music. 
Usually they were college students. After gathering enough information on 
the popular singers and groups, they would themselves make simple devices 
(sometimes even combining light effects and gusic) and arrange shows, at 
firet for their clasemates, and ther for a broader group of listeners. 
Discotheques began as educations reational activities. Then discos 
began to be organized as dance parties. Then susical groups, pedagogs, 
and dance teachers began to be invited to them and disco theaters and 
dieco cabarets were organized with amateur performers. This was done for 
the thoughtful viewer, without dancing. 








Discos began somewhat differently in the fraternal socialist countries = the 
publication of special gusic newepapers ane magasines made the educat tonal - 
informational step unnecessary, and the idea iteelf was simply adopted as 
presented, tt ie true that dieeos in the socialist countries have had many 
different thematic features such a6 appearances by guitarist=songwriters, 
demonstrations of popular dances, and the like, Today they have two kinds 
of diseos! dance discos (in bare, cafes, and epecial disco houses created 
for thie purpose) where the job of the DJ uweually amounts to simply changing 
records, setting up the lights, and setting the necessary woods. in the 
young people's houses of culture the discos usually have many facets such ae 
competition among performers of political songs, interviews with prow.ven. 
production leaders, celebration of birthdays, and learning new dance steps. 
At these discos too, of course, 4 lot of time te spent dancing and the 
dances even include people who came alone: it is possible to pick 4 part~ 
ner during the dance. And the work of the DJ here is evaluated by how many 
people are dancing, not standing and watching. 


Thue, there are not only different types of discos, but different ways to 
spend the evening. 


The disco has not become an established institution in our country, even 
though there are fine examples of disco clube and theaters (the magazine 
KLUB | KHUDOZHESTVENNAYA SAMODEYATEL'NOST' writes about them frequentiy). 


At the present time there are no permanently established and operating discos 
in the republic. The Administration of Trade Enterprises of the Tallinn 
city executive committee saye it is very interested in setting them .» at 
cafes, but nothing has actually been done. The Komeomol city committee 
took some steps in thie direction by organizing a discotheque at Sakala 

Cafe, but it does not operate regularly. it seems that only in Narva 

have things goved forward. The situation is even worse in the rayons, where 
it has siaply been ignored. 


But perhaps tye discotheque is a form of leisure for young people that aces 
not need any “rules of the game"! Perhaps all it takes is 4 room ane young 
people with records and an amplifier? After all, dancing “to 4 phonograp) 
was popular in the 1940's and 1950's, and the same records, but now with «a 
DJ, are popular in the 1970's and 1980's. Thies is just the latest phase of 


deve lopment. 


So now we have come to the problem of the DJ. The form of the evening 
(rules, maintaining order, and dancing “on request") are one thing. The 
content of the evening, ite oral, ideological, and indoctrination content, 
is another. Any person involved with leisure activities for young people 
must have a certain level of knowledge and skilis; he must never be below 
his audience in level of knowledge (including musical knowledge). This is 
essential for achieving an educational impact. 


How is the training of disc jockeys done in Estonia’? in past years there 
have been one- and two-day seminars, in addition to annual wage-rate certi- 
fication. Although this was not @uch, it was something. This is par- 
ticularly true because, despite rules and instructions, even today some 
people who have no right whatsoever to do so are acting as DJ's. And we 
should observe that they are paid very well. The fees for these disc 








jockeys, af ccoupation that does not exist officially, sometimes run into 
hundreds of rubles for one evening, yet the. author of these lines does not 
know of @ ingle case where the manager of a Wouse of Culture or club has 
been punished in any way for thie flagrant financial offense. 


Of course, the director may say, “Where am I to find an officially rated DI, 
and how can I invite him to ay club for the evening if he ie located in a 
rayon center, or in 4 rural area?” Thies ie the point, that unless the di- 
rector has personal acquaintances there ia nothing he can do, Virtually all 
the officially rated DJ's live in Tallinn, Tartu, Narva, and the cities of 
the shale basin. And at the present time they do not belong to any one 
organization, eo the disco business, even in the rudimentary form in which it 
exiete,ie not centralized, It has no center, for methods, organization, or 
coordination. Thie te perhaps one of the main reasons for the probleme of 
discos today. 


Let us consider one more point: the disco gusic. As already said, no one 
kind of music determines the “personality” of a disco party. it is often 
thematic and has multiple facets. Slides and even amateur movies are often 
used in putting it together. Popular qusic, jazz, and symphony music may be 
the theme of the disco party, but the main problem with such discotheques to- 
day ie lack of content. They do not, as 4 rule, give the viewers and lis- 
tenere any new knowledge. I would hope that these are growing pains. We 
are doing very little for thematic discotheques at present and because there 
are no permanently established places for them the work of individual en- 
thustiaste is not producing the desired results yet. 


There are many more dance discos (and I think that thie is the way it should 
be). The main thing they offer is special disco music (disco-soul, to be 
hypercorrect). The @ueic is chiefly from the West. Some is good, some is 
bad, but moet often it is neither. 


We cannot ignore the obvious fact that propaganda for rock music is wide- 
spread in the West. It reaches our young people in various ways. We can- 
not correct the situation by prohibition, and even less by silence. In an 
atmosphere of heightened ideological struggle we gust anewer it with counter-~ 
propaganda, and not just at discotheques. The experience of the GDR may 
serve a8 an example of this. They give a correct ideological assessment of 
the creative work of many Western susical groups and individual performers 
on special television and radio programs, in the discotheques, and in the 
journal MELODIE UND RHYTMUS. This neutralizes Western propaganda. But in 
our country the DJ's, who use Western advertising newspapers as sources of 
information and evaluation, accept everything offered to them without re- 
flection, forgetting the truly progressive performers who these papers do 
not, of course, publicize. 


Some music lovers have very great faith in the notorious “hit parades." 

I think that the struggle against the domination of bad commercial music 
(it ie bad, because dance music is also commercial) is not a short-term 
matter. We gust recognize that this is a part of the struggle between two 
ideologies, and it should not be restricted to prohibitions and silence. 

We gust conduct this campaign constantly, intelligently, convincingly, from 
4 party point of view.

sitions. ©, Syl'g ie not a professional musician and he has hie weak pointe. 
But he te searching for his own style, and he is not the only one, it seem 
to me that the Estonian SSR Union of Composers should think about this, and 
hot try to put the file back in the drawer, Disco existe and is developing. 
Today ie exactly when it is relevant to recall thie, because the republi. 
Ministry of Culture, together with the council of trade unione and Central 
Committee of the Estonian Komsomol, are working out 4 new statute on discos 


In addition to general objectives (the discos should improve the forme and 
methods of masse cultural work toward communiat indoctrination of young people 
and organization of their leisure activities based on full use of artistic 
and technical means), the etatute will, of course, reflect the content of 
disco work, procedures for certifying and rating DJ's, and the Like. 


The statute is only under development, but we must point out that they are 
only discussing amateur discotheques with the possibility of regular em- 
ployees. This means that the discotheque is being treated as a small asso- 
ciation with a regularly hired director or gusical worker and volunteer DJ's, 
operating at a House of Culture or club (according to the USSR model 
statute). In thie case the DJ's too are certified within the contingent of 
4 particular discotheque. That is, if a House of Culture or club wants to 
have a disco, it must have its own regular employees, public discotheque 
council, volunteer DJ's, and records. What House of Culture in our republic 
can manage this? Only a few in the large cities. Does this mean that young 
people in other places will have no opportunity to go to the disco’ 


It seems to me that, under the conditions of our republic, it would be much 
wiser to set up a discotheque center for the entire republic. It could 
work on numerous VIA's [expansion unknown) (sometimes without supervision), 
carry on comprehensive training and methodological work, and monitor the 
level of programs and technical equipment at discotheques. This would i»- 
mediately eliminate several problems in organizing leisure activities for 
young people (incidentally, why just for young people’). Any House of 
Culture or club in the republic could bring in a certified DJ from this 
center to conduct its evening events. Of course, our proposal does not 
preclude the possibility that a House of Culture could have ite own DJ's 
whose work would be directed by the center. The center could also promote 
the idea of establishing permanent discos. 


This is the theoretical side of the matter, and practice depends on it. 


Suppose, however, that you and I have decided to go to the disco. Let us 
choose where. The newspapers are constantly publishing advertising notices 
about disco evenings. They often have comments that young people beneath a 
certain age will not be permitted in the hall. This is the result of a 
desire to select a more or less even-aged audience. After all, if 13-15- 
year-old students are assembled in the hall, even an 18-year old feels out 
of place. At the present time discos are held at colleges for college 
students only, in secondary schools for their students only, and at certain 











departmental clubs, only for their employees. but if an enterprise does not 
have 4 club, where will the young worker go if he wante to attend the disco’ 


The very idea of organizing “special” discos for workers, college studente, 
and secondary students alone is not a good one. After all, ultimately it is 
not just @ matter of dancing! The disco aleo involves a set of acquaintances 
and an opportunity for social interaction, The anewer, it seems, ie to es- 
tablish a broad network of disco cafes (or something similar, the point is not 
the name or the assortment of drinks) to propagandize various forme of music, 
provide for broad exchange of opinions, and, not least, for dancing. A disco 
for 300-400 people is not the best alternative. The disco does ite job best 


if the crowd ie not more than 100; then active participation by the audience 
ie possible. 


So the discos are searching for the most rational form of organization. it is 
time to give them some real help. 
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UKRAINIAN ACADEMICLAN URGES MORE BALANCED INVESTMENT LN AGRO-INDUSTRIAL COMPLEX

{| Text) In the CC CPSU plan entitled Principal Trends for the Economic and Social 
Development of the USSR During the 1961-1965 Period and for the Period Up To 1990," 
@ great amount of attention is focused on the food program as an organic component 
of the five-year plan. Comrade L.1. Brezhnev, during the October (1980) Plenum of 
the CC CPSU, advanced a basically new aspect with regard to the need for bringing 
together those problems concerned with the development of agriculture and the 
industrial branches which serve it, procurements, storage and the transporting and 
processing of agricultural products. 


All of these branches are component elements of the agro-industrial food complex. 
Por its efficient functioning, the plans call for a single system for planning, 
financing and controlling it and with orientation aimed at stimulating the final 
results -- the timely and complete satisfaction of consumer requirements. Here we 
have ir mind the further transformation of the APK | agro-industrial complex] into a 
more perfect economic system. 


During the years following the March (1965) Plenum of the CC CPSU, the country's 
agriculture, which constitutes the central and chief unit of the AK, developed in 
an intensive manner as 4 result of the active agrarian policies of the party and 
Soviet State. With an overall reduction of more than 2 million workers taking 
place in the labor resources during this period, gross agricultural output continued 
to increase on @ constant basis. 


During the period under review, an annual average of 50,000 hectares of land in the 
Ukrainian SSR was released from agricultural use and made available to other 
branches of the national economy. The per capita amount of farmland fell from 0.96 
to 0.86 hectares, while gross output increased mainly as a result of improved 
cropping power and livestock productivity. 


In order to reduce agricultural product losses during the Eleventh Pive-Year Plan, 
the plans call for more extensive use of @odern technologies for the transporting, 
storage and processing of these products. Scientists attached to the Academy of 
Sciences of the Ukrainian SSR have developed and recommended for use highly economic 
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Luchnologies tor carrying Out storage in controlled gas mediums, new methods for 
freesing and drying, the use of special preparations and the utilisation of waste 
products. The economists have prepared long-term prospects for the development of 
the republic's agro-industrial complex, new methods for computing production 
effictency and also for planning procurements, while taking into account the 
indicator for total resource potential. 


The plan of the CC CPSU for the 26th party congress calle for the accelerated 
development of the food industry and the entire infrastructure which binds the flelde 
to the market and the consumer. For average annual rates of growth for the 
production of agricultural goods on the order of 12-14 percent, the production of 
goods by branches of the food industry must increase by 23-26 percent, with progress 
being realized in connection with the production of products, semi-finished goods 

and culinary items that are ready for consumption and with considerable improvements 
in both their assortment and quality. Great importance will be attached to achieving 
iurther technological, qualitative and structural improvements in these branches and 
improving their regional distribution. 


Under the new conditions itor management of an APK, all of these factors are 
associated with the development of scientifically sound principles for the pricing, 
financtal-credit and investment policies and for the creation of equality and 
stability in the economic conditions of development for ali of the branches. The 
most acceptable principle for their implementation, under conditions involving 
limited capital investments, is that of the planned overcoming of so-called 
“bottlenecks” at the junction points for the movement of resources, raw materials 
and products in overall economic turnover. The priority trends for investment 
purposes are revealed on the basis of this principle. 


Actually, if for example there is a deficit of capabilities for the processing of 
raw material volumes that have already been produced, then additional investments 
aimed at intensifying such production would more often than not turn out to be 
ineffective, since the increasing losses resulting from storage and prolonged 
processing periods would in the final analysis offset the amount of the additional 
increase and all of the one-time and current expenditures used for these purposes 
would become direct losses both for society and the farms, that is, they would be 
eothing more than futile expenditures of socialized labor. 


ne same applies to animal husbandry. The unilateral use of investments only for 
the construction of complexes and faras, with no investments or only limited 
investment amounts being employed for feed production or for improving the quality 
of the berd, has in many instances failed to bring about growth in the production of 
\imal busbandry products. The capabilities created are not utilized fully, and the 
ed‘ | © precludes the possibility of intensifying fattening operations and this 
* te . «8 about reduced results, increased production costs and a greater 
tput-ca,; al retio for output. Unfortunately, sinilar examples could be cited 
ch reflect poorly on the economic preparations of leaders and specialists at 
profitable complexes and farms. Similar facts can also be cited for land 
ec lamation operations, where despite the fact that tremendous investments are being 
ade in the creation of new systems, only limited investments are available for the 
astering of such systems. Thus it becomes impossible to achieve the planned 
*pping power, the schedules for the repayment of capital investments are extended 
' the overall effectiveness of the land reclamation work is lowered. 
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At the same time, on Chose farms where use ia being wade of an economically sound 
and all-round approach for the planning and utiligation of capital investments, 

the effectiveness of such investments is rather high. Many large-scale animal 
husbandry complexes engaged in the production of beef and pork on an iudustrial 
basis, under conditions involving balanced coordination of the number of animale 
with the volumes, quality and structure of the feed being produced, annually record 
@ profitability level of 30-50 percent or more relative to their expenses. This is 
exactly the level required to ensure a rapid return for invested resources and also 
to ensure fully the planned rates for further development. 


The steady increase in the role and proportion of industry in the production of 
agricultural products is, to an increasing degree, transforming agriculture into a 
raw materials branch and this undoubtedly will complicate the problem of achieving 

a planned equivalence in the relationships between them. In the exchanges between 
industry and agriculture over the past three five-year periods, both positive and 
undesirable developments have taken place owing to a number of factors. The output- 
capital ratio is increasing. A reduction has also taken place in an important 
indicator -- profitability level. This came about owing to a complex totality of 
active factors, including weather conditions, poor management and backward kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes. 


However, the Overali trend towards increased production costs was decisively 
influenced by growth in the consumption of materials and in the wholesale prices 

paid by the farms for procuring their means of production. For example, on farms in 
the Ukrainian SSR, where the ratios in the rates of growth for productivity and 
wages for all practical purposes did not raise the cost of production, roughly three 
fourths of the increase in expenses was caused by raised prices and incomplete 
deliveries of industrial items to agriculture. WNon-synchronous changes in the prices 
for sales and acquisitions lead to corresponding excesses in income and savings 
among the various units of the APK, thus changing the economic conditions of 
reproduction. 


The Institute of Economics of the Academy of Sciences of the Ukrainian SSR, jointly 
with interested ministries and departments, has developed a mechod for determining 
the ratios for the aggregate price indices. On the one hand, this method makes it 
possible to monitor accurately the actual changes in the price ratios and, on the 
Other, to plan them in a manner such that the balance in proportions will not be 
disrupted, that is, equal economic conditions will be ensured for reproduction and 
stimulation in the associated elements. 


lo improving the mechanism of socialist management, both in industry and in the 
agrarian sectors of the economy, the CC CPSU and the USSR Council of Ministers 
adopted extremely important decrees aimed at stimulating accelerated scientific- 
technical progress, introducing new technologies and raising the efficiency and 
quality of social production. The economic prerequisites required for further 
developing the initiative and creativity of the labor collectives, their cost 
accounting activities and greater interest in the final results are being created. 


In view of the above, we are of the opinion that the following statement should 
ideally be added to Section V of the pian for principal trends:

'jext) Wind from the Baltic drove dark-grey swollen clouds over the flat lowlands. 
The rain does not know weariness and #0 at times it appears to dance lightly, or jog~ 
trot along and etill at other times it slows down to « delicate damp epray. It is 

at such times that everything in the vicinity «- the sharp Gothic steeples, the homes 
with their irregular roofs and the yellow crowne of the trees in the area ~~ 
everything appeare to be diffused and emoothed over, a6 in « photograph in which the 
scene was not accurately focused. 


The late Baltic autumn ~~ water everywhere: in the heavens, on earth, between the 
sky and the ground. Such weather does not run counter to the climate; it is ail 
quite sormel. And if one is surprised, then here ie why: there is much rain but no 
mud. Wothing sticks to, champs or soile the streets and even puddies are rare. They 
are rare here not so much because they are considered to be the result of inclement 
weather, but rather because they indicate «a degree of wiemanagement. Yes, precisely 
so. Indeed, 4 true host would pour gravel into the low area and later, when the 
rain begins to crackle, 11 of the excess liquid would pour down from the roofs and 
stacks of firewood that were carefully covered with cellophane and rush into gutters, 
grooves, drainage ditches, canals, etreams and rivers and flow to the point from 
which it came «~ the Baltic area. 


And the fact that it flows without the eid of powerful pumps and is not forced by 
power-consuming equipment indicates that it is not @ convulsive or momentary 
happening, but rather « well thought out and well implemented operation that served 
as the basis for order and cleaniiness. The sensation arises that ail of this land 
with ite well tended fields, attractive cottages for 1-2 families, fine highways and 
country roads which have never heard the hysterical rosring of over-taxed motors, 
with ite cow herds and combines which epent the winter under sheds is not just « 
generous gift, but that it hee adapted iteelf to nature in behalf of prosperous and 
untroubled human existence. 


Can it not be said of such abundant kreys: “Drive the shaft into the ground and 
the taraentase will grow’ 


In the guide book for Pyarnuskiy Rayon, we read: “In terms of natural wealth, the 
rayon is valued for ite timber, peat, clay and medicinal ud...” im, not densely.. 
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Tren again Lt te said ‘ln terme of the extent of ite upland and lowland bogs, 
Pyarnuskiy \ayen is one of the richest in the Eetonian San,” 


Wenee ite wealth coneiete of bogs, timber, peat, clay and mud, Moreover, medicinal 
md, The fact that the water moves by gravity flow le net taken into consideration, 
sinee the earth's gravitation exists everywhere on our planet, fut if we consider 
that the ferthiity of the Pyarnu soile is considerably lower than the general level 
for the republic and that the lands of Betonta are inferior to the Kubachi 
chernosgems, then the last doubts vanish: no, regardless of how far in you drive the 
shalt, @ tarantase will not grow here, 


Moreover, it was surprising to learn that Walter Yaanovich Udam, the firet secretary 
of the Pyarnuskiy Aayon Party Committee, refers to the gravity flow factor with none 
of the usual skeptictem, However, some explanations are required at this point, 


Walter Udam, an experienced party worker and an agronomist by profession, has 
devoted the last 10 years to those problems associated with the creation, at the 
rayon level, of orpanizational-economic mechaniams which would be self-programming 
and self-adjusting to the results of a high level of efficiency. Based upon this 
principal goal, Udam maintains: 


‘The task of control consists not of urging on or persuasion. The task is one of 
ensuring that the best conditions are available for performing the best work.’ 


And I fell to thinking: if earlier all of the pot-holes had been filled in and the 
ditches properly dug, then perhaps the water would not have to be pumped out, since 
the force of the earth's gravitation operates in a faultless manner. 


Udam stated: “Gravity flow in the correct direction -- is a most rational form of 
movement. However, if the direction is selected and assigned -~ is this really 
gravity flow’ 


we fact is generally well known: Estonia produces the cheapest meat and the 
cheapest milk in the country. in terms of natural conditions, Pyarnuskiy Rayon is 
by 90 means the best in the republic and yet it does not spoil the overall picture. 


/e attach a dual meaning to the term ‘cheap. On the one hand, something that is 
veap is somewhat good. And on the other hand ~~ it does not imply a sense of 
erandeur, majesty or romance. 


There is 90 sense to placing one particular indicator on a pedestal. Productivity, 
abor expenditures, level of mechanization and automation -- all are important in 

thie family; &¢ matters not which finger was stung, they al! hurt! However, output 
ofuction costs -- this is a speciel column. 


. am providing e sketch of how the eituation is today, at the junction between two 
_ive-year plans, an image of an Estonian village in one of the rayons -- not the 
est in the republic and not the worst. Image, appearance, features -- these are 
ail external factors. I leaf through a notebook containing entries on discussions 
held with milkmaids, kolkhoe chairmen, machine operators, teachers, deputies, 
decorated individuals, new settlers and students. In Pyarnu, opposite the office of 
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the rayon Sel khogtekinika, a street of surprisingly handsome and diverse cottages 
sprang vp during the past few years: two and three-room apartments, on one or two 
levels, garages for Zhigula vehicles and barns (the term “barn” does not do justice 
to these attractive products of light arehiteeture) for the household poultry, Bus 
| see the faces of the new settlers ever more clearly: I ask them about the 
construction imperfections and they are surprised: what imperfections they ask’ 
Does thie work necessarily have to tavelve imperfections’ 


The homes were huilt by the Pyarnu Interkelkhos Construction Organization and they 
have heen completely turned over for use. 


At the Vyandra Experimental Station | was presented to the remarkable Kolli and it 
developed that I did not make the slightest impression upon her, fut I was nor 
offended, Kolli te accustomed to applause and praise. But the popularity of thi: 
cOw-superste:r has not turned her head «~ Kolli usually furntehes 12°13 tone of ei) 
annual ls er personal record «~ 13,927 kilograms of milk «~ was achieved last 
year and ‘the secretary of the Central Committee of the Communist Party ©: La os 
Artur-Rernkhard Yokhanesovich Upsi, has set this figure to memory and not without 
pride, 


The only individual who is not treated in an arrogant manner by Kolli, with even a 
hit of gratitude being shown, is Tiyo Petri, a milkmaid and polite and frivneiy 
woman who, distinct from her ward, is extremely ashy. 


The city of Pyarnu takes preat pride in ite Red Tower <~ the only surviving 
installation of a former citadel and ⸗e lovingly protected and res.ored a.chitec’u.. 
veteran of this ancient city. Among ite restorers (not from a cultural but from « 
purely practical standpoint) was the great grandfather of Pushkin, Abram Gannibal. 
And the simple Tervis Sanatorium, which is supported if only for appearance sake on 
delicate supporting beams, the bright large window and the interkolkhoe kindergarten 
in Pyarnu-Yagupi -- these are also pleasing features of the image. And the Pyarnu 
Interkolkhor Construction Office: clean, efficient lines, an automobile pari ing 
area on the roof and a gentle sloping fixed ramp, as the final stroke of the bruse | 
the master <-~ what style: 


Certainly, these are all curtosities. But there is also a common touch. Opposite 
the Tikhemetskaskiy Sovkhoz-Techni al School, across the road, there i» a food 
store, a humble and standard Steklvashkea of the ctype that is found in @.08t ai. 
areas. Put the architecture of the store is not impressive, sor are the goods laid 
out in a clean and accurate manner: the order here is 60 common that it is a imost 
avkward. A bread counter containing 6-7 varieties is recalled. I passed down ihe 
aisle ~~ everything was fresh and appealing and I was assured by the saleswoman tha. 
it was alwave this way and that the plant's schedule was such that there would 
always be a fresh and complete variety of goods available. 


Those individuals are probabiy correct who see in the invariably fresh bread on the 
counters of the rural store the same remarkable features that they note in a new 
dvelling, a new road or 4 new department. The culture of everyday life consists of « 
mass of daiiy concerns which are defined not so much on the basis of ‘funds’ as the 
are by discipline and order. 








| am writing ahout the image of @ village and yet my thoughts eonstantly return te 
the preodvetion costes for anima! husbandry prodwets «= the lowest in the country, 

in my opinion, such production eests do not represent either ready cash oF money 
and yet they alee contribute te the image, Thie dry economic category perhaps 
describes more accurately the wiedom in the management of affairs, Just as « human 
soul is manifested in one's eyes, this category reflects the curtosity of the wind 
and the ceaseless working and nobility of the thought process. A deseription of « 
face that one has forgotten te devoid of the principal tngredient. 


The principal factor in daily life in Pyarnuskiy Rayon is the agro-industrial 
aseociation, And not just the association titeelf, but the creativity of the people 
whe created it, 


The mistake which | wish to aveid te that of separating the bold and promising 
‘periment that has heen carried out in Pyarnuskiy Rayon from the overall process of 
searching for more rational forme for organizing agricultural production, which are 
being toplemented in the republic and throughout the entire country. Everything is 
taking place in reverse. The Pyarnu Association does not represent an impulsive 
movement into the unknown, but rather Lt ie a calculated ance well thought out forward 
step taken based upon the Vil'yandiekly Rayon Agricultural Association. 


In Vil‘ yandiekiy Rayon, possibly the republic's beet rayon in terme of natural 
conditions, the new form revealed ite edvantages rather quickly: over a period of 
2 years, grain production increased by a factor of 1.5, cropping power rose by 24 
percent and the gross yield of animal husbandry products increased from 121 percent 
(milk) to 141 percent (pork). During this same period of time, the profit of the 
farms increased by 2 million rubles. 


in anticipation of possible questions, I will state outright that the cities in 
Vil‘ yandiekiy Rayon offered no advantages in terms of equipment supply, seed, 
construction materials or other eesistance «~- this reduced to sero the purity of the 
experiment. Practically the entire effect was achieved as a result of improvements 
in the organizational form. 


What advantages were possessed by the association under the former rayon 
aericultural administration” 


Roughly speaking, the administration was an office. It could point out and order 
and vet it was unable to provide the most effective assistance «~- monetary help. 


The assoctation, having a considerable fund at its disposal which was created from 
‘arm payments, was quite justified in backing up its recommendations with special 
curpose financial assistance. It differed from the bank credit obteined by « 
specific farm “with a yield,” in that the farm was stimulated into developing 
hose production efforts in which an entire rayon or a group of neighbors vere 
sterested. And money is better than any type of persuasion for achieving « 
willingness to work for common gain. 


The second typical feature of the association is its democratic activity in the 
area of making decisions. Although the payments by the various farms fluctuated 
within appreciable limits ‘the rich ones pay more, but the figures are not drawn 
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Out of the thin air, but rather they ave based upon « method that was carefully 
thought out by eelentiste at the Eetonian Agricultural Academy), nevertheless they 
were #\| equal: one farm «* One vote, 


And finally «= the regions, Three or four neighboring farms comprise one of them, 
the bese region and the “base” leader heads the region and 411 of them together, 
hand in hand with the local soviets, eolve the production, daily routine and 
Cultural probleme. 


“Por 26 years the author has participated in the work of achieving solutions for all 
of the aericultura!l probleme” wrote V.Ya. Udem in hie book, at the time the let 
secretary of the Vil'yandiekiy Rayon Party Committee, “reorganieations were carried 
Out, farme were consolidated and later they were broken up into emaller unite once 
apein., Rut ot one of the eariter reorganications of the agricultural administration 
received either approval or mutual understanding on the farms.” 


And there were critics who spoke out roughly ae follows: 


“Barlter, Vil 'yandiskiy Rayon was numbered among the leading rayons. Supply 
operations teaproved in a!)l areas, gore equipment and fertiliser became avallabie 

and under such conditions the rich farms became more rich faster than the poor 

farms. An experiment aust be conducted under equal conditions and a strong financial 
background should be available «= an advantage in itself. 


Udem did not brush aside the critictem. We sincerely respected it. If there is any 
doubt, it must be investigated. And when the decision was made to continue the 
study in Pyarnu, @ rayon lacking eminent echievements, Udam happily welcomed the 
proposal. 


He was elected the first secretary of the rayon committee and yet the association did 
not develop all at once. There was no intention to follow Vil‘ yandi «~ the desire 
wae to move forward. And towards thie end, it wae necessary to devote thought to and 
drew conc lustone. 


The principal conclusion: the most promising organizational form is « rayon agro- 
industrial association that includes not only kolkhozes, sovkhoses, Sel khortekhnike 
and mechkolkhogstroy | interkolkho: construction orgenization) but also forestry 
farms, solkombinat, ayasckombinat and consumer cooperation, in short, a1! enterprises 
and organizations which are located on the territory of the rayon and which work in 
agriculture, for agriculture or on the basis of agriculture. 


Tn Vil’yendt, members were included in the association on the basis of an order and 
in accordance with « list. Written applications for admittance were submitted in 
Pyarnuw. “No pressure was brought to bear, only persuasion. Wor did the 
administration emercise its authority; there was only economic authority. Moreover, 
ailof the leaders were warned in advance that the final decision was left to then. 


The regulations of the Pyarnuskiy Rayon Agro-Industrial Aseociation were discussed 
during @ constituent session of the association's council and, following certain 
corrections, they were unanimously approved.

Delegations from various areas of the country are rushing to Pyarnu today. This ts 
natural: the food program developed by the party ie arousing raised interest in 
everything that te new and confirmed by operational practice.

PLANNING, COORDINATION, MANAGEMENT PROBLEMS IN MOLDAVIAN AGROINDUSTRIAL COMPLEX 
Kishinevy SOVETSKAYA MOLDAVIYA in Russian | Jan 81 p 2

"Plan Levere and Economic Incentives") 


[Text] Effective functioning of the agroindustrial and food com- 
plex corresponding to the taske of better meeting the country's 
food requirements necessitates improvement in existing levers and 
incentives in all links of the complex. 


Associations occupy 4 significant place in the agroindustrial complex of Moldavia; 
actualizing their economic advantages will depend in large measure on improvement in 
the management mechanien. 


laproving APO |agroindustrial association) “domestic” and “foreign” economic rela- 
tions is associated first of all with improving cost accounting in its structures. 
The cost accounting mechaniem of the associations, while retaining their basic prin- 
ciples, gust at the same time take into account the features of the new form of pro- 
duction organization and management. 


The agroindustrial associations are currently encountering great difficulties in or- 
ganizing their cost-accounting activity: there is as yet no precise economic inter- 
action between industry and agriculture in them and an integrated, unified, effec- 
tive management wechaniem hase still not been worked out. 


Questions of improving both intrafarm economic relations and relations with superior 
— planning, budget, credit — agencies, ase well as service, procurement, trade and 
other organizations, on cost-accounting principles are therefore among the top- 

pr ority taske in this area for the agroindustrial associations. 


in this regard, it is important to ensure the unity of interests of the partners at 
1 1 stages of the reproduction processes, which presupposes the creation of a smooth 
«yetem of cost-accounting relations at all levels, from the lower links to republic 
nion-republic) agroindustrial associations. 


-\@ @ost important condition of effective cost-accounting relations is proper organi- 
, ation of the planning and economic stimulation of integrated production. Work on 
improving these economic levers has been done, but not all problems have been solved 
yet. This applies even to the most organizationally and economically mature associa- 
tions, such as the “Moldvinprom,” for example. 
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The system of planning integrated enterprises has until now been developed incom 
pletely and has continued to preserve ite branch character, There ie a8 yet no uni- 
fied plan of association activity which coordinates indicators in all sections, The 
achedules and procedures for communicating control figures do too little to eneure 
the needed substantiation and balance of plane by type of activity (industrial and 
agriculture). This applies especially to the plane of industrial subdivisions, Such 
4 planning system orients enterprises and associations basically towards intermediate 
(branch) results and clearly orients them too little towards end results, And that 
naturally dierupte the unity of the agroindustrial associations and reduces the ef- 
fectiveness of their cost-accounting stimulation. 


Branch normatives of payment for funde continue in effect when distributing profit 

setween the state budget and the enterprise. Under these conditions, many general 

duetion funds are reported ae being for agriculture, thus reducing receipte to 
budget, and payment for funde does not perform its incentive functions. 


Material incentives fund planning is set up on the principle of distribution in pro- 
portion to wages. The procedure for forming the sociocultural measures fund does 
not ensure equal opportunities for rendering services to collective members through 
fund assets. The amounts of the fund for strengthening and expanding the farm are 
inadequate even to replace departing fixed assets, not to mention financing produc- 
tion retooling. 


It would seem appropriate to take a number of steps to strengthen the organizational - 
economic unity of agroindustrial associations (enterprises) and better coordinate 

the work of both their subdivisions. Firet of all, we should ensure 4 comprehensive 
approach to planning the activity of agroindustrial enterprises (associations) as a 
unified whole. Given the fact that agricultural and industrial subdivisions of APO's 
must have their own branch plan indicators, accounting and reporting, it is necessary 
to create a precise system of indicators which will reflect the basic aspects of APO 
production-economic ectivity as a unified whole. To do this, we need to systematize 
and standardize branch planning documents and work out 4 more intelligent plan struc- 
ture for agricultural activity, to form the general sections, forms and system of in- 
dicators which describe association activity in a comprehensive way. 


The points in section 12 of the draft “Basic Directions” beginning with the words 
“Implement a comprehensive approach..." should therefore, in our view, be stated as 
follows: “Implement a comprehensive approach to planning the development of inter- 
connected branches, both at the level of the country's national economy and regional 
economies and at the level of the basic production links. Ensure the development of 
balanced plan assignments for all indicators. Use progressive technical-economic 
normatives for these purposes." 


It is necessary to considerably increase the role of economic stimulation of inte- 
grated production, closely linking it to cost-accounting sources. It must be aimed 
at meeting social interests in terms of increasing the production of finished output 
which has undergone industrial processing, as well as nonspecialized agricultural 
output, with simultaneous improvement in the use of all resources. Carrying out 
this two-in-one task will necessitate including integrated production efficiency in- 
dicators among price-formation and fund-formation indicators. 


The system of incentives from the fund is called upon to ensure continuous (in all 
production sectors) interest among all workers in improving indicators of production 





efficiency teprovement, For example, finished product quality begins with raw ma- 
terial, Therefore, stimulation should also begin with those operations of the tech- 
nological process which shape raw material with prescribed quality characteristics 
necessary to produce high-quality output, The pointe of the draft “Basic Directions" 
on introducing improved, differentiated plan indicators should be worded as follows: 
“Introduce into the system of planning and cost-accounting stimulation, at all levels 
of economic leadership, improved indicators, differentiated with consideration of 
branch specifics, which more fully reflect production growth, increased production 
efficiency and improved labor productivity, and savinge of working time, metal, en- 
ergy and other resources,”

MOLDAVIAN OFFICIAL ON DEVELOPMENT OF REPUBLIC AGROINDUSTRIAL COMPLEX 
Kishinevy SOVETSKAYA MOLDAVIYA in Russian 1 Feb 81 pp 2-3

[Text] To supply the country in a reliable manner with food goods 
and agricultural raw materiale and to improve their quality -- such 
is the main socio-economic task which the party has assigned to 
agriculture for the Eleventh Five-Year Plan. 


The CC CPSU plan for the 26th party congress clearly defines the decisive sectors 
of work and the principal problems requiring the greatest amount of attention and 
concentration of effort. In addition, the methods to be employed for raising the 
efficiency of the branch and converting it over to intensive development are 
pointed out. 


As is known, a firm program for achieving consistent intensification of agricultural 
production was undertaken during the March (1965) Plenum of the CC CPSU. This 
program was further developed in the decisions handed down during the 2°th party 
congress and in a number of important party documents, particularly in the decrees 
iseved during the July (1978), November (1978 and 1979) and October (1980) Plenums 
of the CC CPSU. 


During this period, under the influence of scientific-technical progress, production 
concentration and specialization based upon interenterprise cooperation and 
agroindustrial integration were actively introduced into Moldavian agricultural 
operations and an industrial technology implemented. 


The principal result of the practical work carried out by the republic's party, 
soviet and economic organs with regard to improving the organization of agricultural 
production -- the development of agrarian, agroindustrial and scientific-production 
formations and structures for achieving considerable growth in labor productivity 
and in the productivity and marketability of crop production and animal husbandry. 
They expanded and strengthened to a considerable degree the production-economic 
links between agriculture and industry. 


And this is quite understandable, since high and stable rater of growth for 
agricultural production are dependent upon the level of scientific-technical 
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progress and not only in agriculture but aleo in those branches of industry which 
supply equipment, fertilizers, chemical agents for protecting plants and so forth, 
in addition, the production of food products which are in a high atate of readiness 
for consumption also requires the establishment of close production links between 
agriculture on the one hand and the food industry and trade on the other. 


During @ speech delivered before the October (1940) Plenum of the CC CPSU, Comrade 
Leonid Ll'ich Brezhnev discussed the food program and ewphasized the following: 

‘We are discussing a program which must bring together those probleme concerned with 
the development of agriculture and the branches of industry that serve it, with 

the procurements, transporting and processing of agricultural products and with 
developing the food industry and the trade in food goods. As already mentioned, 
this agroindustrial food complex must be planned, financed and controlled as a 
single entity, thus ensuring high final results.” 


The organic linking of agriculture with those branches which produce the means of 
production and also with the processing industry and trade forces us today to 
examine the problem of intensification of the agrarian sector in inseparable unity 
with them. From a theoretical standpoint, this led to the appearance of the 
economic category -- APK | agropromyshlennyy kompleks; agroindustrial complex]. 


As pointed out by K. Marx, the formation of an agroindustrial complex takes place 
at that time when the capitalist means of production, while creating a rupture in 
the union between farming and industry, ‘creates at the same time the prerequisites 
for a new and higher synthesis -- a union between farming and industry based upon 
their opposing developing forms (K. Marx and F. Engels, Works, Vol. 23, p 514). 


This is obviously a prolonged process. The principal distinction of an 
agroindustrial complex under socialism lies in the fact that it is based upon 
public ownership of the means of production. In Moldavia, the formation of an APK 
as a complete interbranch production economic system began with the creation of the 
social and material prerequisites required for strengthening the logistical base 
for agriculture and the processing industry and expanding the production-economic 
links between the agrarian sector and the industrial branches. The emergence of 
the APK was the result of continuous intensification of the social division of labor, 
a raised level of collectivization of production operations and the expansion and 
consolidation of the production-economic links into a single technological chain -- 
trom the fields and farms to the consumers. 


The APK in Moldavia began to form and develop in an intensive manner following the 
March (1965) Plenus of the CC CPSU and particularly during the last decade. More 
than 1.5 billion rubles worth of capital investments, or 2.4 times more than the 
‘igure for 1966, were used last year for its development. During this period, the 
‘ixed productive capital of the APK increased by a factor of more than 3}. 


'm the report by the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Moldavia to the 

‘th Congress, delivered by the lst secretary of the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party of Moldavia Comrade S.K. Grossu, it was stated: ‘This complex is 
yresently producing 6.4 billion rubles worth of products. It accounts for 62.2 
percent of the fixed productive capital, 53.6 percent of the overall number of 
workers in the national economy, 65.6 percent of the gross social product and 54.° 
percent of the national income." 
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The integrity of the agroindustrial complex clearly includes a branch structure of 
exieting economic systems, which encompass the production of agricultural products 
and their processing and delivery to the consumers, It aleo includes allied 
branches that are associated with the production and delivery of the means of 
production, in order to ensure the functioning of this technological chain, 





The limite of the APK are defined mainly by three clearly expressed spheres of social 
production: the branches which supply agriculture and the processing and other 
enterprises of the complex with the means of production; the actual agricultural 
production operations; the branches responsible for processing the agricultural raw 
materials and aleo for storing, transporting and marketing the final products and 
delivering them to the consumers. In all, the republic's APK is formed by 18 
branches of the national economy. 


The totality of these branches ensures mainly the production of three types of tinal 
Output: agricultural products (crop raising and animal husbandry) consumed by the 
population which do not require industrial processing; products from the industrial 
processing of food products (grain, sugar, canned goods and so forth); products of 
light industry made from non-food agricultural raw materials. 


Food goods account for 89.6 percent of the final agricultural output and 75 percent 
of the gross social product being produced by the republic's APK. Eighty percent of 
the APK's workers and 91 percent of its fixed productive capital are concentrated in 
the food complex. This makes it the leading component of the APK's economy. 


The food complex, as a dominating and organic component of the APK, includes aii of 
the spheres of production mentioned above, to the degree that they are associated 
with the production, procurement, processing and delivery of food products to the 
consumer. 


Hence the essence of the economic category is clear -- an agroindustrial food 
complex. 


Agriculture in the tood complex is considered to be the central element in terms of 
ite importance for creating the food fund and also in terms of the extent of such 
production. 


Within the food complex structure, the fixed productive capital for agricuiture 
occupies 64 percent. It also accounts for 74 percent of the workers and for 335 
percent of the value of the products being produced. 


Specialization and concentration of agricultural production throughout the republic 
based upon interenterprise cooperation and agroindustrial integration, the synthesis 
of science with production, the introduction of new organizational forms and 
structures for controlling agriculture and the branches which service it and the 
implementation of a basically new system of management for the kolkhoz-cooperative 
sector have all served to promote considerable increases in the output production 
volumes for crop raising and animal husbandry and improved agricultural efficiency. 


Tne republic's gross agricultural output during the 1956-1980 period increased by a 
factor of more than 1.6 and reached 113,000 rubles worth per 100 hectares of 





saticulitural land, During the Tenth Five-Year Plan, the state resources were 
increased by 614,000 tone of grain, 2.8 wiliien tons of vegetables, fruit and 
atapes, 1.2 million tens of suger beets, 925,000 tense of milk, 304,000 tons of meat 
and 950 million eges, over and above the figures for the Ninth Pive-Year Plan «« for 
4 totel valve of 1.4 billion rubles. The entire incresee was obtained by virtue of 
improved labor productivity. 


There are 1/0 large-scale interenterprise, agroindve trial and seclentiftiec -production 
associations and complexes in operation in agriculture and they account for 50 
sercent of the gross output. 


The (ood complex includes aii of the agroindvetrial and sclentific-production 
associations, which in turn comprise 355 sowkhoees and sovkhos-plants and $34 

food enterprises, 35 sovkhores and sovkhos-technical echools which do not belong to 
te @seoctation, 392 kolkhoses and 32) interenterprise associations. 


(igh administrative results are ‘«ing achieved by the territorial agroinduetrial 
and scientific-production associations. 


Integrated production operations represent 4 new stage in the development of 
eticulture. in the process of implementing specialization, concentration and 
cooperation and a6 4 resuit of the intensified division of social labor, a broad 
variety of forms has appeared for combining agriculture with industry. All of them 
taken together constitute the essence of the concept of an agroindustrial compiex 
as @ fore for organizing social production. 


The high level of specialization and concentration resulted in the creation 
throughout the repubiic of @ number of branch APK's ~~ such as @ grapes and wine- 
mking complex, fruit and vegetable canning, tobeceo, essential of1, animal 
husbandry and others. The Moldvinprom, Moldtebekprom and Moldefiromes loprom 
Agroindustrial Associations and also the Ministry of the Fruit and Vegetable 
Economy, ail of which were organized in conformity with these branches, produce ‘4 
percent of the output of tne republic's entire food complex and ensure 7+ percent of 
all of ite savings. 


If the integrated branches are viewed from @ territorial standpoint, then in addition 
'o the republic's agroindustriel complex, we have clearly defined and operational 
territorial APRs, such as the Kalinin, Grigoriopol’, Tirespol’ and « number of 
others, although they do not have @ single administration. 


fuectiy what are these APK's” Let us take the Kalinin complex a6 an example. This 
sgrOindustrie! .omplex encompasses suger, canning end tobacco fermentation plants, 
sil of the kolkhoges, sovkhozes and interenterprise associations vhich suppiy them 
ith agricultural raw materials and aieo an inter-reyon trade base, — far-flung 
‘rade setwork and public catering enterprises. 


Tee dividing up of the APK according to territorial and branch characteristics is 
“tetated apinly by the need for organizing an efficient system for planning and 
‘ontrol. At the same time, the production-economic relationships which take place 
on @ Gaily basis result in en organic combining of the branch and territoria! 
structures of the complex. 
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The creation of agrotndustrial associations in the republic hae accelerated the 
merging Of production and processing operations and it has raised the volumes of 
the @ericuitural oucpuc being proceseed by industry. 


In 1960, the enterprises of ine food industry processed almost 1.5 million rubies 
worth Of agricultural raw materials, or 1.9 Cimes more than the figure for 1966, 
Today approximately /0 percent of the agricultural output being produced in the 
republic te being delivered to processing enterprises. 


Righty six percent of all of the fined capital of the food complex is concentrated 
in agriculture and the food industry and the value of the goods being produced in 
these branches and the number of workers amount to 65 percent. 


Thus the second anc third spheres of production occupy advantageous positions in 

the republic's food complex at the present tige. They supply the means of production 
for four large enterprises: Kishinev Tractor Plant, Bel'tey Moleel'mash NPO 

| Selentific Production Association], Kishinev Plodsel'mash WPO and a food equipment 
plant. Machines, equipment end other resources required for agriculture and the 

food industry are being produced by the Tiraspol’' Plant for Casting Machines, 
Moldavgidromash, Vibroprivor, Benderekiy Plant for Electrical Equipment and 

others -~ 19 enterprises in all. in addition, approximately 400 ailiion rubles 

worth of production equipment for the food complex of Moldavia is being imported 

from other regions of the country. 


The sphere of circulation for the food complex is represented mainiy by structural 
subunite of the Minietry of Trade and Moldavpotrebsoyue, which encompass 
approximately 4,200 public catering enterprises and 5,150 food stores. 


Last year the valwe of the turnover in food exceeded 1.2 billion rubles and the 
public catering enterprises produced and e01d aimost 300 million rubles worth of 
finished products and semi-finished goods, or 1.9 and 2.5 times more respectively 
than the figures for 1966. 


A considerabie expansion took place in the variety of products, which presentiy 
owaber @ore than 1,000 items. The proportion of high quality goods has increased 
and lmprovements have been realized in their autritional and biclogical value and 
aiso io their external appearance, packaging and vrapping. 


in 1979, 66 enterprises of the processing industry produced 46 types of high 
quality products valued et 1/6 willion rubles, thus exceeding the 1975 level by « 
factor of four. 


On the whole, the republic's food complex is distinguished by rather high efficiency 
in the production and sale of finished goods. The overall output profitability of 
the food complex is 29 percent higher than thet for the republic's national 

economy on the whole. The production of finished goods per worker engaged in 
material production exceeds the average indicator for the republic by 7 percent. 


The indicators have been improved to @ considerable degree by work carried out in 
the interest of improving the quality of output in the principal sphere of the 
food complex ~~ agriculture. The concentration of technical equipment at regione! 





interenterprise associations made Lt possible to introduce industrial technologies 
into farming on an extensive scale and improve the organization of and control over 
the harvesting production line and this raised noticeably the quality of the grain, 
sunflowers, vegetables and other types of raw materials being procured. 


ine coOneluding Of collaboration agreements among the farms and processing 
enterprises, based upon the Yampol' experience, for the purpose of achieving high 
yields in finished products, enabled the Glodyany farmers and Bel'tsy butter-makers, 
for example, to obtain more than 10 quintale of sunflower of] per hectare and the 
FPaleshty sugar refiners and beet growers «~ to increase their yield of white sugar 
per unit of space by 2) percent. 


jowever, full use is still not being made of the opportunities available throughout 
the republic for vertical integration in the food complex. A requirement exists 
today for concentrating, to a considerably greater degree, the efforts of scientists, 
spectaliet and practical workers on solving such important problems as raising the 
waterial interest of ail production workers in the final results, in increasing the 
yields of finished products per unit of space and in expanding the variety and 
improving the degree of readiness of the products. Life requires a thorough analysis 
of the inter-branch associations and proposals for further improving them. 


One of the principal goals of intensification of the food complex is that of reducing 
to @ @inimum those output losses which occur during the production stage as well as 
curing the stage of storing, transporting and processing. 


During the November (1979) Plenum of the CC CPSU, the General Secretary of the CC 
CPSU Comrade Leonid Li'ich Brezhnev emphasized that during the course of ensuring 
continuous and coordinated operations among a11 elements in the network which 
connects the fields and farms with the consumers, “all work is of equal importance -- 
transport operations and the production of packaging materials, the storing and 
processing of the products and, finaily, the product trading operations." As the 
infrastructure of the complex, these spheres play @ substantial role with regard to 
the cational and thrifty use of the agricultural raw materials. 


for the purpose of caising the effectiveness of the economic interrelationships 
among the branches of the agroindustrial food complex, importance is attached not 
‘nly to observance of the planned natural-real indicators but also to the cost 
proportions. The covering of production expenses and an optimum norm for 
profitability must be ensured both for a single production-technological network on 
the whole and for each of its elements separately. 


in order to achieve high final national economic results, all of the economic levers 
(oe the branches of industry, the infrastructure and in the sphere of circulation for 
-@ agroindustrial food complex gust operate as 4 single and entire organism. 


this regard, it is important for the ministries and departments to realize 
onsiderable improvements in the work being carried out aimed at improving the 

onomic relationships among enterprises in the various spheres of food production, 
cguring the observance of the basic principles for organizing integrated production 
operations and eliminating in @ timely manner the conflicts which arise between 
iodividual elements in the single technological network. 
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Today the agroindustrial food complex is one of the most important elements of the 
republic's national economy. Thus all problems concerned with its planned and 
dynamic development quest be in the center of a11 economic policy.

| Text) No longer ie @ peasant looked down upon for performing fine work on his own 
private plot in addition to his social production work. Today the rural farmyarde 
are attracting greater attention on the part of the local party, soviet organisations 
and higher organs. Lt is by no means an accident that the private sector is 
furnishing a considerable proportion of the agricultural output. Last year, for 
example, % percent of the meat and 60 percent of the wilk in our oblast were 
obtained from private plots. 


Here @ question wight arise: does this taply that public farming is not up to the 
task, since it requires such support from the household farms’ I would not go so 
far ae to say this. During the Tenth Pive-Year Plan alone, the rural workers 
increased their annual wilk yields per cow by 400 kilograms and reached the 3,000 
kilogram level. Meat production rose nine percent. 


The problem is of « different nature. L'vovekaya Oblast has ite own particular 
peculiarities which make it possible to produce on @ more extensive scale the 
primeipal food products of the population. Of 400,000 hectares of lend, « 
considerable portion is considered to be unsuitable for use and is used for the 
gracing of cattle. There ere 128 head of cattle for 100 farmyards. And still we 
have ceased dividing up the animale into two groups ~~ privately owned and publicly 
owned. Owing to the use of this approach, success was achieved in the Pre- 
erpathien region in halting in « timely qanner the process of “removing” cattle 
‘rom the peasant barns. During the years of the five-year plan, the number of 
‘erge-horned cattle on the private plote increased by 7,000 and hoge ~~ by 28,000 
ed. This year alone, 235,000 cows will be asintained. 


“any of our villeges are located in the mountains. Equipment cannot be employed 
‘ere and there is a shortage of manual labor. And if a cow is set free, it pulle up 
s:ase from beneath every bush. Yes and the owner himself gets no sleep. He rises 
early and tends the cow until it te time to depart for work and he brings home « 
sack of grass. 





Thus it hee always been in the rural ereas and thus Lt te ot the present time, Sut 
we fell to thinking: why does « peasant fare have only a cow! Could it not also 
ralse the offepring which, ae « rule, ere slaughtered. The question was discussed 
et village gatherings. The people supported the ides. 


The Ukraine Kolkhos in Sokal'skiy Rayon was the firet in the oblast to meet the 
peasants halfway. A portion of the public meadow wae set aside for the gracing of 
peasant cows. When the cows were turned out on the cultivated pasture, a reduction 
took place in the consumption of feed on the household fares. Supplies of hay, 
straw and havie appeared. Using these “grubstekes,” many of the private farme 
began maintaining additional young bulle or heifers through the winter. 


In other areas, @ search wae underway to find other ways to aeeiet the owners of 
livestock. A system of issuing additional payments was inaugurated one tenth of 
all of the hay, haylage and silage procured by them, one fifth of the straw, one 

half of the forage laid away in forest giades and roadside strips and so forth. 

With greater concern being displayed for the private economy, the peasants in «a large 
number of populated points began acquiring poultry, which they had never maintained 
earlier. Party activists and deputies visited the farmyards and inquired as to their 
needs. It was established that the population would require edditionally 15,000 
young heifers, 80,000 young hoge and § willion head of poultry, including | #1! lion 
waterfowl. Such numbers of livestock and poultry were delivered to the private 
sector in 1978. 


Sut « new problem arose. A kolkhoe or sovkhor se)! young stock to the population 
and it subtracts, as the saying goes, & portion of the meat from its own gross 
production, @ portion that quite often is never returned to the plen. What can be 
done to interest « kolkhoe member in bringing « fattened young bull to the kolkhos 
and mot to the market” A fine exemple was set by the Kolkhoe iment Chapayev in 
Brodovekiy Rayon. A contract was concluded with the owners of the livestock for the 
maturing and fattening of poultry. Por the persons who sign this contract, the 
kolkhoe supplies feed at cost, sakes veterinary services available and provides 1% 
days of leave time for length of service. In turn, the owner of the livestock is 
obligated, up until the moment that the enimel is delivered, to ensure thet it 
reaches the planned weight and state of nourishment. The accounts for the products 
delivered are maintained based upon the state procurement prices. 


The oblast party committee studied this experience and recommended that it be 
introduced into operations on en extensive scale. This cooperation took root in ail 
areas. Thirty five thousend contracts for the fattening of cattle and 127,000 for 
their subsequent and additional fattening on the farms of kolkhozes and sovkhozes 
have already been concluded with the rural farmyards. in accordance with the 
contracts, 35,000 tone of grain and 2,700 tons of mined feed were sold to those 
engaged in reising the livestock. 


This does sot represent « ioss to the public economy. The specialists estimate that 
if 50,000-60,000 head of lerge-horned cattle are fattened annually on « contractual 
basis, the oblast will realize « sevings of 15-20 @iliion rubles just in the 
construction of enimal husbandry facilities alone and additional man-power in the 
amount of 1,500 workers. 
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Moreover, we afe HOt ineleting that weak farme follow this route, Good work te 
easily destroyed. If an agreement is concluded and the requirements are not 
fulfilled, Chen others will not be so willing to enter such agreements in the 

future, Thue the procurement organisations of consumer cooperation, which have 
considerabiec forage funds at their disposal, are being encouraged on an extensive 
scale to enter into such long-term agreements. At the present time, there are 1,200 
procurement pointe operating within this syetem, including 500 permanent ones. It te 
still profitable for @ peasant to deal with cooperators owing to the fact that 
counter Crading in deficit industrial goods, construction materiale, fertilisers and 
packaging materiale Le being organized in the rural areas. 


Our 1961 plan for the economic and social development of the oblast calle for the 
Seurement Of milk and meat (from the population to be increased by 8 and 18 percent 

respectively. Experience is avaliable in thie regard and the party, soviet and 

© Momte Organteations in L'vovekaya Oblast are undertaking measures aimed at 

successfully carrying out these obligations. 


| would like at this point to mention certain unresolved problems. I will begin with 
the peasant homes. According to the present yardstick, the housing space for a home 
must not exceed 60 square meters. This is fine if the family numbers only three or 
four. ‘Sut what if the overall farm is worked by @ mother and father, daughter and 
son-in-law and son and daughter-in-law? Wot enough resources are available for the 
construction of two new five-walled buildings and more space could be provided 
through the erection, of one overall: building. It is believed that the time is at 
hand for examining the plans for rural houses for the purpose of increasing their 
living and usable space. 


In discussing the CC CPSU plan for the 26th party congress, the grain growers expressed 
a thought concerning a review of the item in the Kolkhoz Regulations dealing with 

the dimensions of the private plote. We ere speaking here of allocating not simply « 
elot, bwt rather a measured piece of land per person. Obviously, this aseumes that 

it ie utilised efficiently and the family sells ite surplus products to the state. 


yanges are required in the accounting system for output sales. in Brodovekiy Rayon, 
| wae informed of an incident that had taken place. A kolkhoe member married off his 
sughter. io order to arrange the wedding and obtein funds, he removed a young bul! 
om ite fattening regime and delivered it to the kolkhoz. He had hoped to obtein 
« money lamediately, but the farm settled accounts with him one week later, by 
-hich time the stipulated amount had been transferred by the meat combine. As a 
eeult, the celebration had to be postponed. The system should be handled in « 
soner such that an account is immediately settled once «a product is delivered.

{Text} During the Tenth Five-Year Plan, the livestock breeders in Yarteevekiy ‘ayon 
in Smolenskaya Oblast increased their meat production by 258 percent above the 
figure for the Winth Five-Year Pian. 


‘Cooperation proved to be of great assietance’ stated the let secretary of the 
Yarteevekiy Municipal Committee of the CPSU V. Vorovehenko, “The greates! increase 
in the meat halance was produced by the leading enterprise of the interenterprise 
association ~~ the Mikheykovekiy Sovkhos.” 


This farm has been economically strong over a long period of time. ‘Spectalizcing in 
the fattening of cattle, it realizes etrong profits on an annual basis. However, 
not everything ts going smoothly. For many years there have been no improvements in 
ite relationships with other farms -- those which supply the animals for fattening. 
Quite often, there are hundreds of empty cattle billets on farms that are equipped 
with modern equipment and have feed at their disposal. 


Cooperation has been of assistance in overcoming these reductions: a specta)izcd 
asecciation has been created in the rayon for the maturing and fattening of cattle. 
Today the young stock are being obtained from the shareholder farms on the basis of 
echedules set forth in the agreements. An opportunity has appeared for the 
accurate planning of production and for giving thought to the future. The dai!» 
weight increase for each young bull exceeded an average of 700 grams and the 
delivery weight -- 400 kilograms. Two hundred and thirty seven quintals of beef 
are being produced per 100 hectares of agricultural land. During the five-year 
plan, 6,200 tone of meat were delivered -- one fourth of the rayon's procurements. 


Cooperation was strengthened by other important measures. During the five-vear 

plan, 900 hectares of bottom land were drained and six cattle farmyards and an 
effictent plant for the production of granulated forage were placed in operation. 
Palaces of culture and « kindergarten were built and available housing was sugmented 
by the addition of 80 comfortable apartments. Understandably, the expendit res 
turned out to be negligible compared to the perceptible return on investments. Labor 
productivity increased by one third. More than 4 million rubles worth of profit 

were realized from the sale of products. 


Many farms in Sryanskaya Oblast are following the cooperation path. Por example, 
effictent work is being carried out at the leading sovkhozes of the Karachevekiy 
and Kilmovekty fattening associations. Here the young stock are being raised on 
cheap local feeds and « progressive form for organization and wages is being 
employed. The farms essentially have been converted over to the brigade contract 
system. The farms fulfilled their taske for the Tenth Pive-Year Plan ahead of 
schedule. 


“In just 5 years, more than 22 willion rubles have been transferred over to the 
shareholder-farme commented the director of the Bryanskskotoprom Association, 
M. Shchegiov. 
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The experience Of leading associations in Bryanskaya and Smolenskaya oblaste 
clearly reveale the tremendous advantages of cooperation. The interenterprise 
contacts have become noticeably stronger. A great deal is being accomplished with 
regard to transforming the leading sovkhoses into modern and highly mechanized 
enterprises, During the five-year period, the expenditures for creating their 
production base almost doubled. An expansion took place in the area of drained 
fields and haying areas. Dozens of large farms and exposed summer sites for the 
simultaneous fattening of 1,500-2, 090 young bulle were placed in operation, 


jowever, the important probleme are not being resolved in a thorough and well 
thought out manner in all areas. On the whole, the Bryanskaya and Smolenskaya 
Oblast Assoctations, despite the fact that they achieved weight increases, 
vevertheless fell behind in their plane as outlined. Parms of the Skotoprom System 
in these two neighboring ohblasts fell short by approximately 20,000 tons in their 


olane CO aupment the state resources with meat. What ise the explanation for this 
talling behind’ 


We are not taking full advantage of cooperation’ stated the spectalists. 


At times the work is Seing organized in a very formal manner. Sometimes it is the 
Leading enterprises that are declared to be economically weak or backward. 

Shortages exist here in skilled personnel, modern buildings and equipment. It is by 
no means an accident that many leaders of atrong kolkhozes and sovkhozes belonging 
to an association distrust their partners in cooperation. Por example, how is it 
possible, without certain misgivings, to entrust animals to the Surazhskiy Sovkhoz 
in Sryanskaya Oblast and the Velichkovo Sovkhoe in Smolenskaya Oblast, if the 
fattening carried out at these two points is organized in a primitive manner, the 
rations are poor and the daily weight increases lower than 300 grams. 


Low beef productivity for the cattle and it would seem extremely prolonged fattening 
serlods are typical for many specialized farms in the neighboring oblasts. This is 
explained as a rule by the weak feed base. Truly, there is presently a shortage of 
forage. But @ question arises: why is it that the Skreplevo Sovkhoz in Smolenskaya 
Oblast expends &.4 quintals of feed unite per quintal of meat and obtains a daily 
weight increase of °S4 grams, while at the Berezovskiy Sovkhoz, where the 
consumption of feed units is greater by 2 quintals, the productivity of the calves 
‘« lower bv a factor of 1.5) The forage is employed in different ways. 


ecentlv, some measures were undertaken aimed at raising the nutritional value of 
the feed being procured. Dozens of mechanized shops for the production of forage 
‘ixtures, granules and vitamin-enriched flour were built at large farms and 
waplexes. However, all of this can be viewed only as an aid. The main path to be 
lowed is that of increasing the return from the land. Importance is attached to 
eantzing the production of feed at specialized farms and re-examining the 
ructure of the area under crops. 


sere have been incidents wherein sites of the Skotoprom enterprise have not been 
» lotted their fair share of equipment and mineral fertilizers. But the problem did 
t stop here. The livestock breeders of Skotoprom also undertook to raise dairy 
calves. A milk substitute was required. 
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Over a period of 3 years, the oblast's specialized farms failed to receive one 
fourth of the substitute milk allocated to them. The enterprises of the RSFSR 
Minmyasomolprom [Ministry of the Meat and Dairy Industry], which produce it, not 
only are failing to carry out the deliveries but in addition they are at times 
producing a low quality product. The fattening sovkhoges are not being supplied 
with concentrates for the special feeding of emall calves. All of these factors are 
resulting in losses amounting to many thousands of tons of meat. The time is at 
hand for RSFSR Skotoprom to solve these problems in a more active manner. 


In following the path of branch intensification, the collectives of associations in 
Bryanskaye and Smolenskaya Oblasts plan to increase their production of meat during 
the Eleventh Five-Year Plan by a factor of roughly 1.5. In order to achieve this 
goal, the limite of interenterprise cooperation will have to be further extended and 
better use made of its opportunities and advantages.

KUYBYSHEV CEMENT FACTORY BULLDS OWN STOCKRAISING COMPLEX

Text) The CC CPSU plan was hea’ edly discussed in the worker colleccives of the 
Order of Lenin Zhigulevsk Construction Materials Combine. Our enterprise is 
considered to be a leading one in the oblast. During the Tenth Five-Year Plan, it 
increased its production of goods, particularly cement, by 85,000 tons and without 
having to introduce additional capabilities into production operations. 


The stable work beiug performed by the collective is making it possible to allocate 
considerable resources for satisfying the requirements of social development. 
During the years of the Tenth Five-Year Plan, in the cement workers’ settlement of 
Yablonevyy Ovrag, five five-story well organized apartment buildings and a boarding 
house for emall families were placed in operation. Installations were erected for 
the biological purification of water and so forth. 


Two years ago the cement workers commenced the organization of a subsidiary animal 
husbandry farm. Prior to this, we had a farm for several hundred hogs. The meat 
from the farm was used in the plant's dining hall. But we are planning to expand 
it threefold. The construction of installations for the animal husbandry complex 
has for the most part been completed. A portion of the equipment for the boiler 
room, the feed preparation plant and the feed issuing line is already available. 
But the turning over of the complex for operation is being delayed, since the 
Ministry of the Construction Materials Industry has refused to finance the project. 
We can now only hazard a guess as to when this problem will be resolved. 


encouraging the development of subsidiary farms for industrial enterprises, the 
CPSU and the USSR Council of Ministers have obligated the local party and soviet 
‘‘gans to supply the feed and to allocate the land areas required for the raising 
root and forage crops. We need land if we are to maintain 1,800 hogs and 100 
niiking cows. However, the local organs of government are not making such land 
s-allable. Meanwhile, the plan for principal trends contains the statement that 
\@ enterprises must be furnished with “assistance in procuring young stock, feed, 
seed and fertilizers.’ It is my opinion that the following words should be added 
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at this point: “and in acquiring agricultural land and the required items oi 
equipment and implements.’
